Great Britain has always taken en 
advanced stand in the principles of 
neutrality, so that it was with great 
interest that the néws was received 
here of the terms of the neutrality 
proclamation issued in London. On the 
whole, the officials are disposed to take 
the view that the strict adherence by 
Great Britain to these rules will be 
rather more advantageous to the United 
States than to Spain, particularly as we 
now are operating, in the naval sense, 
close to our own base of supplies, and 
in all probability soon will cut Spain 
off from the two bases that she now 
has in the neighborhood of Cuba. 

The President issued a pfoclamation 
during the day laying down rules as to 
the seizure of prizes, and the result, it 
is believed, will be the release of some 
of the ships already captured, though 
it will be for the prize courts to deter- 
mine in each case whether the condi- 
tions under which the ships were cap- 


The impression prevails that the Buena 
Ventura, the first°on the list of prizes 
on the thigh seas, will be declared no 
prize. The case of the Panama, whose 
seizure was reported today is more 
complicated, owing, to the fact that 
while otherwise exempt, the ship was 
reported to have contained supplies for 
the Spanish army in Cuba, which are 
contraband. However, it may be said 
that while the settlement of these ques- 
tions will be left to the courts, the ad- 
ministration believes the greatest lib- 
erality should be shown in the applica- 
tion of the laws where a vessel is rot 
contraband or attempting to run the 
blockade. That is shown in the liberal 
terms of the proclamation itself, by 
which the prize courts must be guided. 
It is noted also that the adminis- 
tration has not been deterred by any 
criticism in Congress from again for- 
mally pledging itself to the nations of 
the world to refrain from privateering 


‘and abide by the declaration of Paris 


of 1856. 

So far as is known, all the United 
States consuls have made their way 
safely out of Spain. Consul Fay at 
Denia has reported to the department 
from, Lisbon; Consul Bowen, at Barce- 
lona, from Paris, and Consuls Carroll 
at Cadiz and Bartleman at Malaga, 
from Gibraltar. The department has 
assured itself that the others are safe. 
Secretary Sherman retired finally to- 
day from the position of Secretary of 
State, and his successor was confirmed 
in the person of Judge Day. John 
Bassett Moore undoubtedly will be con- 
firmed tomorrow in Judge Day’s place. 
The latter is expected to return to 
Washington in about two days’ time.

Twenty Thousand Regulars lo 
Be Landed in Cuba, 


They Will Attack Havana in the 
Rear Very Soon. 


While Admiral Samp-son’s Squadros 
Bombards the Forts—Dynamit<« 
(raiser Vesuvius to Clear the 
Harbor of Submarine Mines. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—{ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] It {fs the belief here that 
real fighting in Cuba may begin in a 
week or possibly less. Twenty thou- 
sand regulars have been formed inte 
a corps to be commanded by Maj.-Gen. 
Brooke. The troops in this corps con- 
sists of a division at Tampa under Gen 
Wade, one at Mobile under Gen. Cop- 
pinger, and another at New Orleans 
under Gen. Shafter. This corps will 
probably invade Cuba at Matanzas to 
assault Havana in the rear, while the 
blockading fleet is bombarding the for- 
tifications on the water front. 

This advance on Havana will not, 
however, be made until a base of sup- 
plies has been established at Matan- 
zas, and a junction with the insurgent 
army has been completed. The Span- 
ish soldiers in and around Havana 
number 40,000 or 50,000, and an attack 
without the help of Cubans would be 
a poor move. 

The dynamite cruiser Vesuvius, which 
sailed south Monday, is to clear a path 
into Havana Harbor. Her business 
will be to explode the submarine mines 
that. carpet the entrance to the inner 
harbor between Moro Castle and Punta 
Brava. At that point the channel is 
only about 500 feet wide. The Vesu- 
vius will make & path by dropoing 
shelis filled with a thousand pounds of 
nitro-gelatine in the water ahove the 
mines. The shells will be timed to ex-* 
| plode four second after they strike the 
water. That will be sufficient time for 
them to sink to the bottom, where the 
Spanish mines are planted. Then they 
will explode. The concussion will either 
explode the mines or break the connec. 
tions, go that they will be rendered 
harmless. Each shell is expected to 
clear a path 100 feet wide. : 

The Vesuvius can fire three shells 
every twenty seconds, so her work Can 
be performed in a great hurry. When 
Sampson’s squadron is ordered to close 
quarters with the Spanish forts, after 
clearing a path the little, but terrible, 
dynamiter can stand off a distance of 
2200 yards behind a battleship or moni- 
tor and fire shells into the fortifica- 
tions. An escort for her from Newport 
and protection for her in front of Ha- 
vana are necessary, because she has 
no protective belt on her hull. Shots 
from ordinary small rapid-fire arms 
will penetrate her hull. She can fire 
over a monitor because her guns are 
trained upward at an angie of 18 deg. 

The Nichtheroy, another dynamite 
cruiser purchased from Brazil, the 
whereabouts of which has not been 
made known for some time, is expected 
to turn up in Cuban waters to assist in 
the storm of steel nitro-gelatine shells 
that will fall on Havana and probably 
on Matanzas when the cry, “On to Ha- 
vana’’ becomes an order to the army 
and navy. The Nictheroy is a much 
larger vessel than the Vesuvius, but 
she carries only one pneumatic gun, 
whereas the latter has three. Her 
weapon is of a later and much more 
approved pattern. Both vessels, if 
necessary, can throw smaller 10-inch 
shells at a distance of over 5000 yards, 
Such a necessity would hardly arise, 
except by a disaster which would dis- 
able the battleships and monitors.

THE NAVAL SITUATION. 


SPANISH FLEETS HAVE NOT YET 
MADE A MOVE. 


Famous Torpedo Flotilla Still Lying 
Dormant at St. Vincent — No 
Fears Entertained for Detached 
American Ships at Sea.

NEW YORK, April 27.—The Spanish 
fleets have made no movements since 
the war began. The famous torpedo 
flotilla lies in the harbor of St. Vin- 
cent, Cape Verde Islands, and the bat- 
tleship Pelayo and the cruiser Emperor 
Carlos V, which have been reported 
over and over again as scouring the 
seas and even threatening a descent 
upon the American coast, are believed 
to be still in Spanish ports, undergo- 
ing repairs.

The Paris is due at 
New York Friday morning, and the new 
cruiser Topeka is expected to arrive 
here this week. 

The cruisers Minneapolis and Colum- 
bia are cruising along the New England 
coast. It may be the purpose to keep 
them in. the coast defense service, or 
they may be going to meet the Paris 
and Topeka. The New Orleans and 
San Francisco are at the Brooklyn 
navy yard, practically ready for sea. 

It is reported from Key West that 
the torpedo boat Cushing has returned 
to the port disabled and will remain 
there for the next month or six weeks 
undergoing extensive repairs. It ap- 
pears that her starboard engine was 
totally wrecked by the enormous strain 
thrown upon it by suddenly reversing 
and going ahead at full speed during 
the maneuvers near Havana. 

The auxiliary cruiser St. Louis is 
ready for use and is awaiting orders. 
The Harvard, formerly the New York, 
is taking on coal. The St. Paul is be- 
ing transferred into a cruiser at Phil- 
adelphia.

GRATIFYING RESPONSES. 

{ASSOCL\TED PRESS DAY REVORT. } 
WASHINGTON, April 26.—The re- 
sponse of the Governors of the States 
and Territories to the telegram from 
the Secretary of War, notifying them 
of the quota they will be expected to 
furnish, under the President’s procla- 
mation, and asking them when the 
troops-will be ready for muster into the 
United States service, has been prompt 
and gratifying. The greater portion of 
the Executives have replied and their 
answers generally have been very sat- 
isfactory, indicating the time within

Gov. Hastings of Pennsylvania was 
the first of the State Executives to 
respond and replies from the others 
came in quick succession during the 
night and this morning.

“WASHINGTON, April 25, 1898. 

“To the Governor 

“Sir: Under the act of Congress ‘to 
provide for temporarily increasing the 
military establishment of the United 
States in time of war, and for other. 
purposes,’ approved April 22, 1898, a call 
for 125,000 volunteers has been issued 
by direction of the President. I have 
the honor to request from your State a 
quota of volunteers as follows:

“Attached will be found a> statement 
showing the organization for artillery, 
cavalry and infantry. 

“Please cause the ,adjutant- general 
of the army to be informed of the time 
your quota will be at its rendezvous, as 
it will be met as soon as practicable 
thereafter by an officer to muster it 
into the service and ‘pay of the United 
States. The muster officer will be in- 
structed to receive no man under the 
rank of commanding officer who is in 
years over 45 or under 18, or who is not 
in physical ,strength and vigor. As 
soon as mustered into the service it is 
the intention that troops from your 
State shall be assembled with the 
others for instruction and service under 
the direction of the major-general com- 
manding the army, at some point or 
points to be designated hereafter. It

“A neutral government is bound, first, 
to use diligence to prevent the fitting 
out, arming or equipping, within its 
jurisdiction, of any vessel which it has 
reasonable grounds to believe is in- 
tended to cruise or carry on war with 
a power with which it 1s at peace, and 
also to use like diligence to prevent 
the departure from its jurisdiction of 
any vessel intended to cruise or carry 
on war as above, such vessel having 
been specially adapted, in whole or in 
part, within such, jurisdiction, to war- 
use. 

“Secondly, not to permit or to suffer 
either belligerent eg use of its 
ports or waters as the hvyse of naval 
operations against the Bag or for the 
purpose of renewal or aug:xentation of 
military supplies or arms, or the re- 
cruitment of men. .

No General Stapeace of 
Companies Booking Passengers.

NEW YORK, April 26.—War and the 
risks incidental thereto have caused 
much apprehension among the agents 
of the coastwise steamship lines at this 
port. As yet there has been no general 
stoppage of traffic as the lines are

NATIONS NOTIFIED. 


Foreign Powers Officially Informed 
That War Exists. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 
WASHINGTON, April 26.—The State 
Department has conveyed notice to 4ll 
the powers and nations with which the 
United States holds friendly relations 
of the declaration of war yesterday by 
the government of the United States. 
This is a necessary formality in orde! 
to set in motion the neutrality laws in 
many countries and to stop claims for 
damages on the part of the neutrals 
if their vessels are detained and turned 
back at blockades without due notice. 
The instructions which were sent to 
all the United States legations abroad 
directed attention to the fact that the 
war has existed since April 21, when the 
Spanish government broke off diplo- 
matic relations in order to avoid ac- 
cepting the ultimatum at the hands of 
Minister Wocdford. The text of the in- 
structions is as follows: 
“DEPARTMENT OF STATE, 
‘April 25,1898. 
“A joint resolution of Congress, ap- 
proved April 20, directed intervention 
for the pacification and independence 0} 
the island of Cuba. The Spanish gov- 
ernment on April 21 informed our Min- 
ister at Madrid that ft considered this 
resolution equivalent to a declaration 
of war, and that it had accordingly 
withdrawn its Minister from Washing- 
ton, and terminated all diplomatic re- 
lations. Congress has, therefore, by 
an act approved today, declared that a 
state of war exists between the two 
countries since and including April 21. 
You will inform the government to 
which you are accredited so that its 
neutrality may be assured in the ex- 
isting war. SHERMAN.”

Rights of Spanish Merchant Vessels 
Defined By the President. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, April 26.—The Presi- 
dent today issued the following procla-

By the President of the Unitel States of Amer- 
tca—A Proclamatiin: 


“Whereas, by an act of Congress 
approved April 25, 1898, it is concludea 
that war exists and that war has ex- 
iste] since the Zlst Gay of April, 4.D. 
1898, including said day, between the 
United States of America and the king- 
dom of Spain; and, whereas, it being 
desirable that such war should be con- 
ducted upon principles in harmony 
with the views of nations and sanc- 
tioned by recent practice, it has already 
been announced that the policy of this 
government will be not to resort to 
privateering, but to adhere to the rules 
of the declaration of Paris. 


President of the United States of Amer- 
ica, by virtue of power vested in me 
by the Constitution and the laws, dou 
hereby declare and proclaim: 

“First—The neutral: flag covers the 
enemy’s goods with the exception of 
contraband of war. 

“Second—Neutral goods not contra- 
band of war are not liable to -confisca- 
tion under the enemy’s flag... 

“Third—Blockades: in order eho be 
binding must be effective. 

‘“Fourth—Spanish merchant vessels 
in any ports or places within the United 
States shall be allowed until May 21, 
1898, inclusive, for loading their cargoes 
and departing from such ports or 
places; and such Spanish merchant ves- 
sels, if met at sea by any United States 
ship, shall be permitted to continue 
their voyage, if, on examination of their 
cargoes, it shall be shown that their 
cargoes were taken on board before 
the expiration of the above time, pro- 
vided that nothing herein contained 
shall apply to Spanish vessels having 
on board any officers in the military or 
naval service of the enemy or any coal 
(except such as may be necessary for 
their voyage,) or any other article pro- 
hibited or contraband of war, or any 
dispatch of or to the Spanish govern- 
ment. 

“Fifth—Any Spanish merchant vessel 
“which, prior to April 21, 1898, shall have 
sailed from any foreign port bound for

Anxiety Felt About the 
| Cape Verde Fleet. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY RERORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—The naval 
officials have noticed with some dis- 
quietude the fact that the Spanish fleet 
at Cape Verde, before leaving under 
orders from the Portuguese govern- 
ment, made heavy purchases of sup- 
plies there. These were of the most 
varied description, such as medicine 
and miscellaneous goods, for which, in 
ordinary times the fleet could as easily 
have waited until it reached a Spanish 
port. Therefore it is susp2cted that the 
purchases show a purpose on the part 
of the Spanish admiral to start on a 
long cruise. A rather startling sugges- 
tion made in this conection, is that the 
Spainsh fleet may make directly for 
the Philippines by way of the Cape of 
Good Hope to attack Commodore 
Dewey’s Asiatic squadron, which it 
would far exceed in strength. The 
Suez Canal being closed under neutral 
laws to warships of belligerents, there 
would be nothing to do in this case, but 
send some of Admiral Sampson’s ships 
on a long stern chase after the Spanish 
fleet or to instruct Admiral Dewey to 
repair to home waters.

“It is a matter for the prize court 
to decide whether war has yet be- 
gun or not. .I.do not care to commit 
myself on this delicate question. It 
is not-.established that the suspension 
of all diplomatic intercourse is ab- 
solutely equivalent to a declaration. 

‘England and Venezuela, for exam- 
ple, during the recent disagreement, 
had no diplomatic intercourse for many 
months. 

“Nor is a formal declaration of war 
necessary. In 1812 we began war 
without a formal declaration. 

“Any international legislation imply- 
ing that war exists is equivalent to 
a formal declaration. 

“The general assumption is, that 
legal war begins when hostilities be- 
gin. If war is not declared, it may be 
that we shall lack the exact point 
necessary to determine the beginning 
of hostilities. We did not declare war 
in 1812. 

“What we ought to do is to send a 
note to all the powers and tell them 
what our reasons for gotng to war are 
and also the means we are fd use in 
waging the fight.

MATTERS IN MADRID. 


They are Critical Politically and 
Even Worse Financially. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, April 26.—The: Madrid 
government has permitted “patriotic” 
demonstrations as the best means of 
giving vent to the popular excitement, 
All was well as long as they were ex- 
pressions of amimosity toward America, 
or ebullitions in anticipation of victory 
over a foreigner—always an object of 
hate and suspicion with the Spanish 
masses; but now matters are critical 
politically—and even worse, financially. 
‘ Both aspects of the situation are be- 
ing employed by the Spanish diplomats 
and court to impress European courts 
and governments with the urgent nec- 
essity of action to save Spain from both 
the foreigner and herself. 

The Cabinet which has tendered its 
resignation to the Queen Regent, de- 
clines to take up the responsibilities 
of office again without a promise of the 
support necessary to enable it to carry 
on a war which all foresee can hardly 
end favorably for Spain. It seeks thus 
to impose on the opposition party a 
patriotic obligation and bridge over 
the ministerial crisis. ' 

If the Liberal ministry should be re- 
tained in the main, but be obliged to 
sacrifice Colonial Minister Moret and 
the other supporters of the policy of 
colonial home rule, the government 
would be seriously compromised in the 
eyes of Europe in a way that would 
benefit the United States. 

Sagasta hopes to be able to induce 
the Cortes to vote unlimited appropria- 
tions for the war, and adjourn quickly, 
thus avoiding debates embarrassing to 
the government.

LIEUT. ROWAN HAS LANDED IN

KINGSTON (Jamaica,) April 26.—First 
Lieut. Andrew S. Rowan of the Nine- 
teenth Infantry, under orders from the 
War Department, was landed on the 
Cuban coast, somewhere west of San- 
tiago, probably Lfore dawn on Monday. 
His Cuban guides and an open sail 
boat were used. The guiles have nct re- 
turned. 

Lieut. Rowan is on his way to the 
camp of Gen. Calixto Garcia. He will 
represent the War Department in ar- 
ranging for the coéperation of the in- 
surgents in the invasion of Eastern 
Cuba by the forces of the United 
States. The titue and place of invasicn 
will be controlled by events andthe 
character of Lieut. Rowan’s dispatches. 

Lieut. Rowan was detailed from the 
Bureau of Information for this danger- 
ous service—dangerous, because in his 
civilian dress. he is liable to be treated 
asa spy, He speaks Spanish and knows 
Cuba, having written a book on the 
subject. Moreover, he is an expert map 
maker. 

Lieut. Rowan left Washington under 
instant orders on April 9. He was di- 
rected to wait here, prepared to go to 
Porto Rico or to Cuba. As he went toa 
Eastern Cuba, it is inferred that @ 
blow will be struck there before one is 
struck at Porto Rico.

SPAIN’S WHINING HYPOCRISY. 

The Spanish government continues 
to appeal to the European powers 
in a most abject and craven manner, 
evidently clinging to the forlorn hope 
of European intervention, to save 
her from the consequences of her own 
crimes and follies. In its latest cir- 
cular to the powers the Spanish gov- 
ernment expresses regret at “the 
hard necessity of being compelled 
to appeal to force in order to repel 
the scandalous aggression of the 
United States.and defend the na- 
tional dignity and the historic. in- 
tegrity of the fatherland.” The 
Spanish circular further declares that 
“History presents very few instances 
wherein treason is so evident on one 
side and right on the other. Spain 
has on her side right, correct pro- 
cedure and prudence, while ‘the 
United States has only disloyalty and 
the impulse of unbridled ambitions.” 
The circular strongly insinuates that 
annexation of Cuba is the ultimate 
object of the United States in wag- 
ing war, and that our’ express dis- 


claimer of such intentions is de- 
signed merely ‘to deceive the 
Cubans.” 


All this is a pitiable exhibition of 
cravenness and mendacity for a na- 
tion to make which prates so loudly 
and so constantly of its “honor,” its 
haughtiness, its pride, and its pres- 
tige. The spectacle of Spain, the 
ancient profligate and reprobate, 
endeavoring to enact the _ role 
of injured innocence is extremely 
interesting, not to say edify- 
ing. If *one were to form an 
opinion from the tenor of Spain’s ap- 
peals to the powers, it would appear 
that the Spaniards have been most 
grievously sinned agains; that they 
are a simple, inoffensive, mild-man- 
nered and peace-loving race, incap- 
able of wrong, of cruelty; or of in- 


justice. And that tlie “Yankees” 
are rapacious, brutal, uncivilized 
monsters, whose hands are against 


all men, who laugh at justice, and 
who are controlled solely by consid- 
erations of selfishness and greed. 

Fortunately, the facts of the pres- 
ent controversy, which are accessible 
to the civilized world, completely up- 
set the pusillanimous and utterly 
false contention of Spain. The whole 
history of Spain belies the present 
attitude of that government. And 
the history of the United States, as 
well as its openly-declared intentions 
regarding Cuba, give the lie to the 
base and craven imputations of Spain. 

Every intelligent citizen of the 
United States is well aware that we 
have no ambitions, 
otherwise, in regard to Cuba. Our 
intervention in behalf of the strug- 
gling people of that island is 
prompted almost wholly by consider- 
ations of humanity. The wail of 
suffering and of wrong’ unspeakable 
has appealed to the conscience and 
the sympathies of the American peo- 
ple in so potent a manner that. the 
appeal cannot longer be resisted. 
The conditions existing in Cuba 
have become intolerable, and inter- 
vention by the United States has be- 
come an imperative duty, not to be 
evaded nor postponed. 


But the United States has no selfish 


for the suggestion that Sefior Bernabe 


is accredited to the whole of Amer- 


ica north of the equator, and that’ 


he has thereby acquired’a definite 
status in Canada, and generally to 
indicate the limitations imposed by 
diplomatic usage on the activity of 
a Minister of a belligerent power 
who keeps up a temporary residence 
in a British colony.”

WASHINGTON, April 21.—The last 
instance in which a “pacific blockade 
was enforced was when the European 
powers pacifically blockaded the isl- 
and of Crete only about a year ago. 
This blockade was inaugurated on 
March 20, by proclamation made by 
the six powers, which declared ‘Ships 
of the six powers or neutral powers 
may enter into the ports occupied by 
the powers and land their merchandise, 
but only if it is not for the Greek 
troops or the interior of the island, 
These ships may be visited by the ships 
of the international fleets.’’ 

As it happened, no ships except 
those belonging to Greeks attempted 
to enter at Cretan ports during the 
blockade, and there was therefore no 
test of the question whether it was 
binding on neutral governments. 

There have been other repeated ine 
stances, but in most of them no one 
other than the blockading and the 
blockaded powers had any occasion to 
contravene their rules. Of course, the 
blockaded power could have gone to 
war at any time, in resistance, but in 
most instances it did not care to do so. 
When it did, the blockade, of course, 
became legitimate war measure, sub- 
jecting neutral ships that tried to run 
it to capture, instead of merely being 
prevented, and turned back. Hence it 
was to the advantage of neutral powe 
ers not to force the blockader to trans- 
form his rights, and the question has 
passed unsettled. 

Walker holds that “if the trade of 
neutrals be affected by a blockade, 
those neutrals may well protest against 
interferenee with traffic as not fully 
and completely justifiable. For them 
such protests must be a matter of pol- 
icy. Pacific blockade may be and doubt- 
less is the lesser of two evils; to re- 
fuse to recegnize may be to force the 
offended State to legalize its acts by 
instituting a regular blockade as a@ 
measure of war.” 

Several precedents may be noted: 

In 1827. when Greece was fighting for 
independence from Turkey, three pow- 
ers, France, Russia jand England, 
blockaded all the Greek coast where 
the Turkish armies were encamped. 
They stated that this was a pacific 
measure despite the fact that it was 
intended to paralyze the Turkish ar- 
mies. The Sultan did not consider it so, 
and to prevent hostile action by his 
fleet, it was destroyed by the British 
at the battle of Navario. : 

In 1831 France blockaded the Tagus 
in order to compel Portugal to pay 
certain claims against her. Otherwise 
peace was not interrupted and Por- 
tugal finally paid up, and France re- 
stored the vessels she had captured. _ 

In 1833 France and Great Britain ex- 
ercised a pacific blockade against Hol- 
land until she permitted Belgium in- 
dependence to become established. 

In 18388 France blockaded Mexican 
ports, protesting the while that her in. 
tentions were friendly. Mexico, howe. . 
ever, resented this act and declared 
war. Practically hostilities did not take - 
place, and after two years peace was 
made. 

In the same year France and Great 
Britain together instituted a pacifia 
blockade against Argentina which 
lasted no less than ten years, the 
blockaded power insisting all the while 
oe peace continued through all that 

me. 

In 1850 Great Britain blockaded 
Greece to compel reparation for cer- 
tain offenses, and no war resulted. 

In 1860 Victor Emanuel, then King 


| 0f Piedmont, joined the revolutionary 


government of Naples in blockading 
Sicily, without any war resulting. 

In 1862 Great Britain blockaded Rig 
Janeiro, the while declaring that she 
was animated by the most friendly 
sentiments toward that country. 

In 1879 Bolivia was blockaded by 
Chile for three months before war was 
declared, or even begun. 

Yet, despite all these instances, the 
weight of altthority is that while a 
blockade, when effectual, will be re- 
spected as a War measure, it may be 
disregarded by neutral nations when 
instituted as part of pacific pressure. 
The declaration of Paris, of which we 
have heard so much of late in connec- 
tion with privateering, proscribes all 
pacific blockades, 

Thus, it seems that a blockade of Cu- | 
ban ports instituted by the United 
States. would be binding only on the 
United States and Spain, and might 
be disregarded by other powers. As 
there seems to be little doubt, how- 
ever, that before ships from other 
.countries could reach Cuba, this block- 
ade would be transformed into a war 
measure, the question is not so impor- 

nt as it seems, merely pos 
inevitable for a few

Officer Phillips went into a _ front 
room of the house and lighted a large 
parlor lamp in use there preparatory 
to examining the oil stove. 

Hardly had the match touched the 
wick in the lamp when an explosion oc- 
curred. Burning ofl was thrown all 
over the room, and Officer Phillips was 


and hands were terribly burned, 4nd, 
what is far worse, his eyes. 

The house was on fire in a half dozen 
places, but Phillips managed to put out 
J flames, still further. injuring him- 
self. 

Dr. Hagan, the police surgeon, re- 
sponded to a call immediately. In his 
leport, made late last night, Dr. Hagan 
says Phillips’s eyeballs are badly 
burned. The surgeon says it is too soon 
to attempt to give an opinion as to the 
extent of Phillips’s injuries, and he 
hopes for the best.

YERRIFIC ACCIDENT AT THE 
SANTA CRUZ WORKS. 


From the Firat Explosion tn the 
Gan Cotton Plant the Fire 


Spread Rapidly. 


NINE KILLED, FOUR INJURED. 


HEROIC EFFORTS TO SAVE THE: 


SMOKELESS-POWDER PLANT, 


Importance of Const Patrot traed 
on Washington—Santr Fe Road 
May Close the Gap—Climate 
and Crop Report. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SANTA CRUZ, April 26.—Three ex- 
plosions about 5:15 o'clock this after- 
noon at the California powder works 
caused a greater loss of life than any 
of the previous accidents in the history 
of these works. 

The wildest rumors are prevalent re- 
garding the number of killed and in- 
jured, the exact number of which can- 
not be ascertained before morning. It 
is known that seven were killed and 
‘four seriously injured as follows:

The first heavy shock from the ex- 
plosion was felt for many miles around 
and was quickly followed by two lighter 
‘shocks. The smoke from the works 
‘arose in such,.dense volumes ihat it 
‘was impossible for a time to° perceive 
‘the extent of the damage that had been 
caused by the explosion. It was re- 
‘ported that the fire was spreading, and 
that.the main magazine was in immi- 

ent danger. 
eall was accordingly 
‘sounded for members of the California 
‘Naval Reserve, who responded prompt- 
‘ly, hurrying to the mills and assisting 
the corps of fire fighters already on the 

rounds. 
er nearly as can be learned the pri- 
‘mary ‘cause of the disaster was the 
‘explosion of the gun cotton plant. The 
‘dgniting of this plant caused the fire 
‘to spread to the adjoining brush and 
small buildings! and was then commu- 
nicated to the powder mill flat, where 
are located the houses of the employés 
of the works. The employés and Naval 
Reserve boys worked heroically to pre- 
vent the fire from spreading to the 
smokeless powder plant. 

‘The scarcity of water in the creek re- 
tarded the work of the volunteer bris 
‘gade. Shovels and other tools were 
used instead of water in fighting the 
‘flames. 

aN doubt is entertained among the 
officials of the works that the explo- 
sion was due to an accident. Extraor- 
dinary precautions had been taken to 
prevent treachery, and no well informed 
man entertains the opinion that the 
explosion was the work of a Spanish 
spy, as was at first suggested. 

It-is not thought that the explosion 
will interfere with the manufacture of 
-gmokeless powder for the government. 
The fire is now under control, and all 
dmmediate danger is passed. None of 
‘the plants used in making powder for 
the fulfillment of the government con- 
‘tracts are injured. 

In addition to the gun-cotton plant 
most of the cottages occupied by the 
employés were burned, this comprising 
the property loss. a financial estimate 
of which cannot be made tonight. 

A large force of men is now engaged 
in throwing dirt on the fire to prevent 
its spreading. All the shovels in town 
have been purchased for this work. 

Some narrow escapes from serious in- 
jury are reported. Dr. Congdon, who 
was in the powder mill flat when the 
explosion occurred, was struck by a 
piece of flying woéd, but not seriously 
injured. 

All the windows in Col. B. Peyton's 
residence were broken, the colonel be- 
ing cut on the head by fiying glass. 


~The residence of W. C. Peyton was con- 


sidercbly damaged by the shock.

Grain and Hay Beyond Recovery. 
Fruits Doing Fairly Wel}l.

SAN FRANCISCO, “April 26. — The 
following is a summary of the Weather 
Bureau’s bulletin of the crop and cli- 
matic conditions throughout tine State 
for the week ending April 25: 

The drouth continues !n California. 
Like the preceding week, the total 
rainfall reported from the various 
Weather Bureau stations was but 0.02 
-of en inch, which fell at Eureka. The 
weekly deficiency varies from eight- 
tenths of an inch at Eureka ‘to a quar- 
ter of an inch at Fresno and Los 
Angeles. At Sacramento the weekly 

 @eficiency is half an inch. The ab- 
sénce of even moderate late spring 
rain completes the damage begun 
‘earlier in the season. 
_ In the‘interior of the State, the tem- 
— has averaged from 3 to-5§ 
_deg. about the normal. Along the 
‘eentral and northern coasts it has 
been about normal, and in Southern 
California about 4 deg. above the nor- 
mal. 

As previously reported, grain and 
hay show the effect of the continued 
‘dry weather, and in most sections are 
beyond recovery. It has been neces- 
sary in the grazing sections of the 
lower coast to ship away cattle and 
horses. 

Fruit is doing fairly well, but or- 
chards must be irrigated. In the 
Santa Clara Valley, the pumps are 
going day and night.. Grapes are mak- 
img good growth. Thrips are reported 
mear Fresno. Cherries are ripening 
rapidly. Prunes promise, well and 
pears are doing finely. 


ARTILLERY CONCENTRATION, 


| Immediate Establishment of Const

SAN FRANCISGO, April 26The 
concentration of the heavy artillery 
hatteries stationed near San Fran- 
cisco will begin immediately. Genera] 
orders to this effect were issued yes- 
térday morning, and in pursuance bat- 
tery E.of Fort Mason, battery G at 
Angel Island and one of the two bat- 
teries at Alcatraz will move not later 
than tomorrow morning to Fort Poirt 


to join the three batteries already at 


that place. 
The three remaining batteries of the 
‘Third Artillery. are at Fort Baker, San 


Diezwo and Alcatraz. At the latter 
point one battery will remain to act 
as a guard for the convict soldiers.

The necessity of laying a telegraphic 
cable to the Farallone Islands, thirty 
miles west of this city, has also been 
urged upon the government officials. 

Cloman of the Fifteenth Infan- 
try, now commandant of the cadets 
at the State University, has been re- 
fused permission to join the army at 
the front, in a dispatch’ which says 
his service mav be used here. 

Two hundred and fifty students of 
Stanford University will offer. their 
Services to the national’ government. 


STAGE COACH OVERTURNS. 


Accident Interrupts Native Sons’ 
eursion to the Mines. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

NEVADA, April 26.—Today’s exctur- 
sion of the Native Sons’ -irand farlor 
to the North Bloomfield hydraulic mine 
was disastrous to one load of decle- 
Kates. H. D. Cushing of Oakland Var- 
lor, No. 50, had his left arm hroken 
between the elbow and shoulder, and 
Albert J. Turner of Stockton Farler, 
No. 7, is badly bruised on the left hip, 
and has internal injuries that may, 
prove serious. H. N. Gard ef Oakland, 
No. 50, has a bruised arm, and W. C. 
Church of the same parlor has a 
bruised side. 

The injured natives, with Mrs. Sur- 
ner, W. E. Dean of Athens Parlor, No. 
195, of Oakland; J. C. Battes, Jr., and A. 
L.. Morgenstern of Haleyon Parlor, No. 
146, left here at 6 o’clock this morning 
on a Concord coach drawn bv four 
horses. In making a shdrp turn at a 
point south of the Yuba River grede, 
six miles from here, the staze toppled 
over. Mr. and Mrs. Furner were on 
the seat with the driver, Alonzo Paine. 
They were thrown heavily to the ground. 
and the other passengers inside were 
piled up in a heap. The injured were 
brought back. to the city, arriving 
shortly before noon. 


WHEAT IS LIVELY. 


Flour Advanced in the Produce Ex- 
change in Sympathy. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT, } 
SAN FRANCISCO, April 26.—This 
was a lively day on the Produce Ex- 
change. The principal trading was in 
December wheat. It opened at $1.82%, 
advanced to $1.87l9, reacted again, go- 
ing as low as $1.79% and closing finally 
at $1.81% bid. May wheat sold at one 
time at $1.89, but closed weaker. 
In sympathy with the conditions ex- 
isting in the wheat market, flour ad- 
vanced in price 25 cents per harrel 
during the day. The millers are prac- 
tically the only buyers in the market, 
the shippers being out of it. The 
holders of choice milling wheat are 
asking extreme prices, and thus have 
the millers at their mercy. 
The local spot prices are largely nomi- 
nal. Millers are compelled to pay 
whatever is asked, and must of necés- 


sity advance the price of flour. At the 


present price of wheat, there is no 
profit in the milling business. The 
wheat in a barrel of flour costs at the 
top asking price $5.70, while the finished 
preduct sells for $5.85.

SOAST DEFENSE, 


San Francisco Chamber of Com- 
merce to Aid the Government, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 26.—The 
board of trustees of the San Francisco 

Chamber of Commerce held a special 

eeting today to discuss the best 
eans of aiding the government in 
protecting the harbor and defending 
the coast against any possible priv- 

ateering. 3 

The conclusion was reached that the 
best means would be for the citizens 
to procure auxiliary cruisers, by pur- 
chase or construction, to protect mer- 
chant vessels against privateers, and 
to créate an auxiliary artillery with 
batteries for the defense of the coast 
of San Francisco.: - 

It was also suggested that a sub- 
marine cable be laid from this city to 


the Farallone Islands and that a signal 


station be established upon the islands, . 
in order to announce approaching veg- 
sels one day earlier than by the pres- 
ent methods. 


TORPEDO BOAT FARRAGUT. 


Formidable Vessel Almost Ready for 
Pacific Coast Service. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT,] 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 26.—In a 
little more than a month there will be 
ready for service of United States war- 
ships in the Pacific Coast a small but 
formidable vessel, the thirty-knot tor- 
pedo boat Farragut now on the ways 
at the Union Iron Works. Contrary to 
the custom of ship-builders, the Far- 
ragut’s engines and machinery will all 


‘be in place when she slides off the ways. 


The Farragut is designed for a speed 


of thirty knots an hour. Her dimensions 


are: Length, 210 feet; beam, 20 feet 4 
inches; maximum draft with ship 
ready for sea and bunkers full, six 
feet. Her displacement will be 273 tons, 
and her engines will indicate a maxi- 
mum of 5600 horse power. 


CLOSE THE GAP. 


Santa Fe Road Evidently Contem- 
plates Such a Move. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT, } 
SAN FRANCISCO, April 26.—There 
is evidence that the Santa Fé Railroad 
Company is seriously thinking of clos- 
ing the gap between Mojave and Bak- 
ersfield and forming a connection with 

the San Joaquin Valley road. 

James Dun, chief engineer of the 
Santa Fé system, has been in the State 
for something over a week past, and 
is looking over the country that lies 
between the terminus ef the Santa F% 
Pacific and the terminus of the Val- 
ley road. 

The route of the proposed extension 
will in all probability be from Johan- 
nesburg through Walker Paijss and 
down the cafion of Kern River to 
Bakersfield.

WASHINGTON, April 26.—Chairman 
Dingley of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee today submitted to the House 
with the War Revenue Bill, the follow- 
ing report: 

“The precipitation on the United 
States of a war with Spain has ren- 
dered it necessary to immediately pro- 
vide Ways and means to meet war ex- 
penditures on the scale demanded by 
modern naval and military operations, 
Such an unwelcome’ demand on our 
resources comes at a time when under 
the workings of the tariff act of July 
24, 1897, we had begun to overcome in 
large Measure the injurious effect of 
anticipatory importations and had al- 
ready received in the months of Feb- 
ruary and March revenue more than 
three millions in exeess of ordinary 
peace expenditures for these months 
(four millions of the expenditure ap- 
pearing in the March statement, hav- 
ing been made on account of the prepa- 
rations for national defense, under au- 
thority of the joint resolution of March, 
1898,),and that, too, with a large fall- 
ing-off of customs and revenue, the 
last ten days of March in consequence 
of the disturbance of trade arising from 
threatened war. 

“There is no doubt that if peace con- 
ditions had continued, the estimate of 
the Secretary of the Treasury that the 
revenue for the next fiscal year would 
reach $390,000,000, exclusive of postal 
receipts, $63,000,000, in excess of the 
revenue for the fiscal year 1896, and 
more than that sum in excess of what 
the revenues for the next fiscal year, 
1897, would have been if it had not 
been for anticipatory importations in 
the last four months of the latter year, 
to avoid the increased duties of the 
new tariff, would have been more than 
realized, and these receipts would have 
fully met the expenditures for the next 
fiscal year if it had not been for the 
increase caused by the difficulties with 
Spain, inaSmuch as the expenditures 
for the fiscal year 1896, exclusive of 
postal expenditures paid by postal 
revenue, were only $352,000,000, and for 
the fiscal year 1898 only $365,000,000. | 
“These difficulties even before war 
conditions arose had so stirred the pub- 
lic mind as to demand largely in- 
creased appropriations for enlarging 
the: navy and for national defenses. 
The destruction of the United States 
battleship Maine in the harbor of Ha- 
vana on the 15th of February last, £0 
intensified this country that the Con- 
gress a few weeks alter realized the 
hecessity of taking prompt measures to 
prepare for any exigency and by joint 
resolution appropriated $50,000,000 for 
national defense. 

“Upon the authority of this joint 
resolution about $43,000,000 of this ap- 
propriation has already been practic- 
ally used, although payments have as 
yet been made for only a part of this 
sum, and liabilities for the remainder 
of the appropriation which has béen in- 
curred within two weeks. 

“An examination of the condition of 
the treasury will make it apparent that 
no time should be lost in providing am- 
ply ways and means for carrying to a 
successful eonclusion the war in which 
we are now engaged. 


THE CASH BALANCE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—Continu- 


ing, the report on the War Revenue 
Bill says: 


“The apparent cash balance in th 
treasury when the joint resolution ap- 
propriating $50,000,000 for national de- 
fense was passed, was about $425,000,- 
000, including the $100,000,000 redemption 
fund, or $125,000,000 excluding that 
fund. But‘this balance was only ap- 
parent, inasmuch as $13,000,000 consisted 
of fractional silver, largely uncurrent 
and minor coins, leaving only $112,000,- 
000. But of this amount $14,000,000 con- 
sisted of receipts from the sale of the 
Pacific railroads, held in the treasury 
for the payment of that amount of Pa- 
cific railroad bonds due January 1 next, 
and $33,000,000 of the bank redemption 
fund, held. for the payment of the 
notes of national ban failed and in 
liquidation or ——— circulation. De- 
ducting these amounts and the actual] 
available cash in the treasury at that 
time belonging to the government, ex- 
clusive of the greenback redemption 
fund, was cnly $65,000,000. Inasmuch 
as a working balance of about $40,000,- 
000 is required to properly carry on the 
operations of the government, there re- 
mained only $25,000,000 belonging to the 
government available in meeting the 
$50,000,000 appropriation. It will be 
necessary to meet all the expenditures 
under the $50,000,000 appropriation—all 
of which has been expended within a 
few weeks—to use $25,000,000 of the bank 
redemption fund, a part of which must 
be replaced before the close of the 
present calendar year. 

“The expenses of the preparations for 
defense that have been going on for 
nearly two months are at the rate of 
$25,000,000 per month, or $300,000,000 per 
annum, and the expenses of actual war 
will be more.

They are s!] in- 
ternal revenue war taxes that can be 
collected by the existing internal reve- 
nue officials, slightly increased, with a 
small additional expense, and with the 
inimum disturbance of trade, al- 


: though they are all taxes which are un-’ 


welcome, and which it would not hawe 
been necessary to impose if war had 
been avoided. 

“While all of the additional taxes are 
war taxes which would be naturally 
repealed, or modified when the nécessi- 
ties of war and the payment of war 
expenses have ceased, yet it is impossi- 
now, to place a limit on them, not only 
for the reason that no one can intelli- 
gently forecast the length of the war, 
but also for the reason that war »drings 
a train of extraordinary expenditures 
which do not terminate with the close 
of actual hostilities.. It is evident that 


‘it will be necessary, in order to main-

‘tain the public credit, not only to raise 
the additional revenue provided by the 
accompanying bill, but also to authorize 
the Secretary of the Treasury to bor- 
row on the credit of the government 
from time to time as the public neces- 
sities will require. 

“We have given, therefore, authority 
to issue and sell, not exceeding $500,000, - 
000 of ten-twenty, 3 per cent. coin bonds 
to be offered, as a pupular loan, be- 
lieving as we do that such a bond will 
be taken from time to time by the 
masses of the people. We have issued 
the following years as the period on 
which-the bonds issued may he redeemed 
at the pleasure of the United States, not 
only because we regard it necessary to 
do this In order to secure subscriptions 
at par for the latter issue, but also le- 
cause the fact that the $100,990,900 5 
per cent. loan of 1904 and the large 4 
per cént loan of 1907 would inevitably be 
paid or refunded by the government be- 
fore a 3 per cent. bond would he, re- 
deemed, making a bond that can be re- 
deemed at the end of five years. 

“In view of the fact that it will be 
necessary in a few weeks, before the 
proposed wer taxes can. bring results 
and before the loan authorized can be 
nlaced, to provide means to meet the 
rapidly-augumenting war expenditures, 
authority is given the Secretary of the 
Treasury to temporarily borrow money, 
in no case exceeding one year, hy the 
issue of 3 per cent. certificates of In- 
debtedness. It is important that the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall have 
this authority in any exigency that may 
arise in the future.” 

SUBSTITUTE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—At_ the 
meeting of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee today, Mr. Bailey, on behalf of 
the Democratic minority, offered the 
substitute agreed upon by them for 
the proposition in the bill authorizing 
the issue of $500,000,000 ccin bonds. It 
provided for an income tax of 3 per 
cent. on all incomes from all sources 
in excess of $2000. State, county and 
municipal bonds, however, were ex- 
cepted from its provision, to meet the 
unanimous decision of the Supreme 
Court in this respect. The minority 
estimates that such an income would 
realize $160,000,000. Coupled with it 
was the proposition to coin the silver 
seignorage, which at present amounts 
to $42,000,000. The substitute was 
voted down by. a strict party vote. No 
amendments were offered to other pro- 
visions of the bill, owing to the lack 
of time. 

| ‘THREE CHANGES. 
[ASSOCIATED. PRESS DAY REPORT, } 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—The War- 
Revenue Bill, as reported to the House 
today, contains three changes from the 
bill as originally drafted, as follows: 

A discount of 5 cents on beer stamps 
is "war ede: after the passage of the 
act. 

Telephone messages are subject to 
a tax of 1 cent on messages. trans- 
mitted thirty miles and more, the cost 
of which does not exceed 25 cents: 
between 25 cents and 50 cents, 2 cents; 
between $1.50 and $5, 5 cents; in excess 
of $5, 10 cents. Telephonic and tele- 
graphic messages of the government 
are exempt from taxation. 

A differential of % cent on mineral 
waters and beverages, domestic or im- 
ported, not otherwise subject to inter- 
nal taxation, pint bottles containing 
one.pint or less to pay 1 cent; more 
than one pint, 2 cents. 


BOND PROPOSITION GOES.

At 2 o’clock, on motion of Mr. Alli- 
son of Iowa, the Senate went into ex- 
ecutive session, and at 2:15 o’clock ad- 
journed. 

HOUSE.—The War-Revenue Bill was

sessions until Friday. At 4 o’clock on 
that day the vote will be taken. 

The contested-election case of Wise 
vs. Young, from the Second Virginia 
District, was decided today in favor 
ef the contestant, Dr. Wise, who is a 
Republican, by a party vote.

26.—The com+ 
ferees of the two houses on the Army 
Reorganization Bill agreed to the Sen- 
ante ‘amendment requiring that the 
quota of militia of the various States 
and Territories shall be in companies, 
troops. and batteries, in erder to be 
accepted by the President, and also the 
Senate amendment increasing the Sig- 
nal Corns to the extent of ten cor- 
porals and 120 privates. The confer- 
ence refused to accept the amendment 
authorizing the active employment 
of retired army Officers in time of war, 
and it was eliminated from the bill.

Finally, Officer Shand was detailed 
to hunt down the thieves, and he soon 
became convinced that the “shack” on 
Adams street was the place to watch. 
He watched it, and discovered that the 
boys who had entrance to the place did 
not enter the house through the doors, 
but dived into holes like gophers, and

The “shack” was in a lot surrounded 
by a fence of laths, with two strings 
of barbed wire on top of the slats. 
and it Was almost an impossibility for 
anyone to-climb the fence and reach 
the house. 

On Sunday night a bicycle was stolen 
on Adams street, and was traced di- 
rectly. to the “shack” the following 
day by Shand and others. Early on. 
Tuesday morning, Officer Shand made 
a descent on the house, assisted by 
two men who had been robbed. Be- 
fore knockirg at the door of the flimsy 
structure, the policeman discovered. 
the entrance to one of the tunnels 
which led into the housg. Covering 
this entrance with a tub and sta- 
tioning a watoher there, Shand hunted 
around until he found a second tun- 
nel entrance, or escape, which he 
likewise blocked and guarded, and then 
he went to the only door of the “shack.” 

There was one opening, however, the 
officer had overlooked, and that was a 
narrow window opening into the lot 
surrounded by the barbed-wire fence. 

When Shand rapped on the door and 
demanded admittance two voices an- 
swered him. He said, “Open this door 
or I’ll break it open.”’ 

“Well, wait till we get. our clothes 
came the reply. 

The men inside evidently tried both 
tunnel escapes, finding them guarded, 
before they made the last desperate 
effort to escape. This was through the 
window mentioned, and the two boys 
inside threw themselves thrdigh the 
narrow opening in the wall and madea 
break for liberty. Shand and his as- 
sistants were after them in an instant. 
One of them scaled the barbed wire 
fence, but was brought to reason by 
the policeman’s revolver, while the 
other one surrendered. 

The captured men proved to be Harry 
Rode and Frank Wilder, and they were 
taken into custody.

SPAIN’S HARD NECESSITY. 


SHE REGRETS THAT SHE HAS TO 
‘APPEAL TO FORCE 


To Repel the “Scandalous Aggres- 
sion of the United States’*—A 
Mournful Note Addressed to the 
Powers—Her Badger Tactics. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MADRID, April 26.—The Spanish 
government has sent a circular to the 
powers regretting that by “hard ne- 
cessity Spain is being compelled to ap- 
peal to force in order to repel scandal- 
ous aggression by the United States, 
and defend the national dignity and 
the ‘historic integrity of the father- 
land.” 

Continuing, the circular note says: 
“History presents very few instances 
wherein treason is so evident on one 
part and right on the other. Spain 
has on her side right, correct procedure 
@nd prudence while the United States 
has only disloyalty and the impulse 
of unbridled ambitions.” 

After a reference to the ‘‘Execrable 
conduct” of Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, the 
note reproduces the text of the resolu- 
tions of Congress, underlining the last 
words, ‘as intended to deceive the 
Cubans.” 

It is then predicted that the island of 
Cuba will not be declared pacified un- 
til it is ready for annexation. Further 
on, the note gives the details of the 
rupture of the negotiations between 
Spain and the United States, conclud- 
ing with the following declaration: 

“The Spanish people await the attack 
with tranquil serenity, have decided 
to sell their lives dearly and to defend 
energetically their right to remain in 
America, confident that in this work 
they will have the assistance of the 
Cubans, who are Spaniards like them- 


selves.”’ 
PROFOUND SCORN. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MADRID, April 26.—In the Spanish 
Senate yesterday Count Almenas asked 
whether the government adhered 
strictly to the treaty of Paris in re- 
gard to privateers, or whether it would 
issue letters of marque to any one ask- 
ing for such authority. The Premier, 
Sefior Sagasta, said the moment was 
inopportune to reply to the question. 

On Count Almenas’s insistence on an 
answer to his question, the Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, Sefior Gullon, said 
Spain occupied the same position as 
she held before the treaty of Paris. 

At the close of Sefior Sagasta’s speech 
in the Senate yesterday,.the President 
af the Senate said, amid great ap- 
plause, that the Spanish Senate had re- 
plied to “The insults of the American 
Senate, with the most profound scorn.” 

BADGER TACTICS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MADRID, April 26, 11 a.m.—The gen- 
eral public here is in complete ignor- 
ance regarding the Spanish war move- 
ments. The newspapers make no men- 
tion of them, while fully recording the 
tactics of the United States fleet. 
Judging from the available | advices 
Spain appears to have the tactics of the 
badger. 

It is generally believed that. the 
Spanish fleet, unless compelled to 
fight, will avoid engagements, and the 
fastest ships will be employed to de- 
stroy the commerce of the United 
States. The newspaper today reflect 
general satisfaction at the unanimity 
of the support given the government in 
the CoPtes yesterday. 

A bill to indemnify the government 
for granting autonomy to Cuba, which 
was not atithorized by the Cortes, is 
expected to pass by acclamation today 
unless the Robledoists, who are hostile 
to autonomy, oppose the measure. 

SPANISH ADMIRAL RAMPANT. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MADRID, April 25.—(Delayed in 
transmission.)—The Pais today an- 
nounced that the Spanish admiral in 
command of the fleet at St. Vincent, 
Cape Verde Islands, has cabled the 
government here that when the United 
States fleet is before Havana, his place 
is not at the Cape Verde Islands, ad- 
ding» that he would sail against the 
American squadron in the morning, 
order or no order. 


SPAINS FLEET UNMOVED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


ST. VINCENT, April 26, 6:44 p.m.— 
The Spanish fleet is still here and there 
is no sign of its intention to put to sea. 
Ammunition and projectiles are placed 
ready on deck for each gun, and on 
board the warships the men appear to 
be anxious to fight.

SPANISH ARMY EULOGIZED. 

. [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
MADRID, April 26, 5 p.m.—In the 
Senate, Marshal Count Chastee eulo- 
gized the army in Cuba and recalled 
his experiences forty-five years ago 
when as captain-general of Cuba he or- 
dered the forts to fire on the Anglo- 
American fleet, which was obliged to 
retire. He said he hoped Gen. Blanco 
would fulfill his promise to come 
through the conflict dead or victorious. 
The Congress (lower house) which 
has met for the first time since the as- 
sassination of Seftor Canovas del Cas- 
tillo, passed a resolution of condolence. 
A Deputy then taised the question of 


the rise in exchange. Sefior Puigceiver 


in reply, said the government would do 
its utmost to prevent a further rise, 
adding: ‘‘The fall in Spanish funds is 
due to exaggerated fears based upon 


‘the conflict with America. The pay- 


ment of the coupons is assured, and 
even admitting that Spain has to tra- 
verse further difficulties, the country 
will recover easily. We are believed to 
be in a worse position than we really 
are in, and there is no reason for the 
present pessimism.” — 

Gen. Blanco cabled that the situa- 
tion is unchanged. His dispatch adds: 
“This (Tuesday) evening a division of 
five American vessels approached Ma- 
raino. The Spanish gunboat Nigera re- 
pulsed three destroyers which entered 
the port of Cardenas and compelled 
them to retreat. I believe the Ameri- 
cans will not dare to disembark in 
Cuba.” 

FORCED MILITARY SERVICE.

LONDON, April 27.—The Madrid cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail tele- 
graphing Tuesday evening, says: “A 
proposal has been submitted to the 
Congress for obligatory military serv- 
ice.

A case that on its 
face appears to be of the “lead-pipe- 
cinch” variety turns out, when the case 
is called, to be out of gear somewhere, 
and if a nominal fine is inflicted it is 
about all that the prosecution either 
demands or hopes to obtain. 

When Morris Aschner, the “‘tinhorn-. 
dude” gambler, was arrested on the 
forgery charge, and shortly afterward 
Gertrude Merli, the woman who acted 
as Aschner’s supposedly-ignorant ac- 
cessary ,also fell into the toils, it was 
supposed that the State had a pretty 
good case. When the case was called 
for preliminary examination in Justice 
Owens’s court yesterday, however, 
Deputy District Attorney James inti- 
mated that the people were not: ready 
to proceed on account of the disap- 
pearane of Bdna Cohn, the colored 
prostitute, whose name it was alleged 
h been forged by the Merli woman, 
at the instigation of Morris, to a cer- 
tificate of deposit for $30 at the Farm- 
ers’ and Merchants’ Bank. It will be 
remembered that the certificate was 
presented at Jevne’s by the woman, 


‘who was identified by Aschner as the 


Hdna Cohn whose name appeared on 
the face of the deposit certificate. 

Mr. James stated that the Cohn 
woman had been regularly subpoenaed, 
and that service had been acknowl- 
edged on April 25, but that yesterday 
the woman had failed to show up, and 
he had been informed that she had 
been got out of the State. In these 
premises he asked that an attachment 
be issued, and that a reasonable time 
be granted in which to get the witness, 
if she is within the State, as it would 
be impossible to proceed without her. 

Messrs. Bacon, Shinn and Conklin, 
who lined up for the defense, had no 
objection to make, and the case was 
thereupon continued. Aschner, who 
had been out on bail for some days, 
was in court, as was also Miss Merli, 
the other defendant, who has passed 
her time since her arrest in the City 
Jail. The latter Was accompanied by 
her little daughter and her mother, 
and remained throughout the proceed- 
ings, perfectly self-composed. Imme- 
diately after the continuance of the 
case, counsel represented to the court 
that she had been in jail for some 
time, and asked that bail be fixed at 


+-such sum as she could give, he remark- 


ing that there was no danger of her 
running away, and that it was a mere 
pro forma matter. After some consul- 
tation between the attorneys for the 
defense and Mr. James, representing 
the District Attorney’s office, it was 
stated that $100 had been agreed upon 
as a reasonable bail. This amount was 
deposited therewith in the name of At- 
torney Bacon, though it was under- 
stood that Aschner was responsible 
and Miss Merll was 
released. 

' The status of the case is now most 
eculiar. The most important witness 
has skipped out, and one of the de- 
fendants has been released on a nomi- 


nal bail on a felony charge. While 
it is probable that the prosecution 
would handicapped by the non-ap- 


pearance of Edna Cohn, it only remains 
for Miss Merli to also disappear, when 
the whole prosecution must of neces- 
sity fall to the ground.

MUST QUIT BUSINESS. 


POLICE COMMISSIONERS CLOSE THE 
DOORS OF TWO TOUGH SALOONS, 


Resorts For Titeves Who Drougged 


Their Victims—Two New Police- 
men Elected—Amount af City 
Tax Delinquency Estimated. 


The Board of Police Commissioners, 
at the regular meeting yesterday morn. 
ing, took action which is calculated to 
cause a wave of reform to pass over 
the notoriously tough saloons in the 
city. If this is not a spasmodic effort 
by the commission to compel an ob- 
servance of the law by the saloon men, 
it behooves all saloon-keepers to he 
warned by the action. The licenses of 
two dives were revoked, and after the 
ist of May these places must close their 
doors. The action of the commission 
was upon recommendation of the Chief, 
who had had his detectives watching 
the two places for some ;téme. It Was 
positively announced that similar action 
Would be taken by the commission 
whenever similar reports were received 
about any saloon in the city, that be- 
ing considered the. only way of break- 
ing up the epidemic of robberies com- 
mitted ‘by means of knock-out drops, 
reports of which have been made al- 
most daily to the police for several 
weeks, 

The matter was taken up early in 
the meeting. The commission had not 
been informed that the Chief intended 
to report on the matter, although it 
has been known for some time that al! 
tough saloons weré being watched. 
The report of Chief Glass on the mat- 
ter is as follows: 

TWO TOUGH DIVES. 
“I herewith submit for your consider- 


ation the written reports of detectives. 


and policemen made to me of disor- 
derly and disrepttable saloons, and 1 
feel it my duty to recommend and re- 
quest your honorable board to immedi.. 
mtely revoke the licenses of W. C. 
Ware, who is supposed to be the pro- 
prietor of the Old Vienna Buffet in the 
basement on the corner of Main ana 
Requena streets, but which is actually 
being run by Kelly and Mosher, two 
notorious characters. Frequent com- 
plaints have been made to this office of 
men claiming to have heen doped and 
robbed there. It is patronized by Con- 
fidence and bunco men steerers. 
pimps, “macs” and lewd women. 
Mosher’s license was revoked some tim, 
ago, when he was running a saloon at 
the corner of First and Los Angeles 
streets for cause. 

“I also recommend the revocation of 
‘WW. C. Walker’s license, who runs a sa- 
loon at No. i24° North Mainstreet. 
known as the ‘Our House,’ which is 
just bad as the Old Vienna Buffer, 
aay that it is not —patronized by 
‘fewd women, but, frequent robberies

Accompanying the report and recom- 
mendation of the Chief was the’ report 
of the detectives as to the two saloons. 
The report is addressed to the Chief, 
and is as follows: | 

“We, the undersigned, respectfully 
submit to .vou the following report re- 
garding the character of thé two sa- 
loons known as the ‘Our House,’ No. 
124 North Main street, and the ‘Old 
‘Vienna Buffet,’ in the basement of the 
northeast corner of Main-and Requena 
streets. The Old Vienna Buffet is li- 
Ware. 
The place is a harbor for well-known 


thieves, whose victims are dragsed 
and robbed in back rooms. We have 
reason to believe that W. C. Ware is 


not the present proprietor of the sa- 
loon. and that Pete Kelly and J. H. 
Mosher are the present owners, al- 
though there has not been any transfer 
of the license. It is a fact that Kelly 
and Mosher are conducting the place. 

“Kelly and Mosher are in for any 
sure-shot swindle. Mosher has been 
arrested for drugging and robbing per- 
sons after steering them into the ‘Old 
Vienna Buffet.’ He is an associate of 
and is recognized as clever among 
thieves, His license for a saloon at 
fhe corner of First and Los Angeles 
streets was revoked for running a dis- 
orderly place ang for assaulting a man, 
almost killing him. Knowing he cannot 
get a saloon license he simply runs 
the ‘Old Vienna Buffet’ in connection 
with Pete Kelly and under the license 
of W. C. Ware. We are also informed 
that Mosher conducted a saloon in San 
Diego, and that his license was revoked 
for running a disreputable resort. 

“Kelly is ‘dead tough,’ and when any 
one complains of having been robbed or 
buncoed in their place, they are 
laughed at and bluffed by the mana- 
gers, they knowing that they cannot 
be prosecuted. 

“The ‘Our House’ is a notorious re- 
sort for well-known thieves. 
of drunks having been robbed have re- 
peatedly come to our office. Hobos and 
petty thieves can always be found 
there.”’ 

The report is signed by every mem- 
ber of the detective department. After 
the report was written there was an- 
other robbery in the Mosher & Kelly 
place, which is reported as follows un- 
der date of the 18th inst.: 

“Richard Doyle reports that he was 
steered into the ‘Old Vienna Buffet’ at 
10 o'clock this morning by a man he 
met on the street. After drinking he 
knew nothing more until he woke about 
4 o’clock p.m.., in one of the back rooms. 
He found that he had been robbed of 
all his money, and complained to the 
bartender, who claimed ignorance of 
the entire matter.” 

LICENSES REVOKED. 

No questions were asked by the mem- 
bers of the commission after these re- 
ports had been read. There were par- 
to convince 
them as to what should be done. Mr. 
Gibbon promptly moved the 
licenses of the two places be revoked, 
and the motion was unanimously 
adopted. The question was then asked 
as to when the revocation was to take 
effect, and Mr. Gibbon. wanted it to 
become effective at once, saying that 
when licenses were revoked for such 
causes, the commission had a right to 
compel the saloon men-to close their 
places. As there remain only a few 
days before the first of May, it was 
finally decided that the licenses be 
considered void from that date. 
HENDERSON WAS TOO LENIENT: 

The charges which had been pre- 
ferred against Patrolman Henderson 
by two First-street saloon-keepers were 
returned to the commission by Chief 
Glass, accompanied by ‘the officer's 
statementof his sideof what had caused 
them to be preferred. As no recom- 
mendation from the Chief accompanied 
them, and as the rules provice that 
such a recommendation shall be made, 
the matter was again referred to him. 
Bart Gibbons asserted that Henderson 
had come into his place on Sunday 
without authority, and had forced his 
way behind a screen over the bar and 
to do so had laid violent hands upon 
Gibbons. The saloon man declared 
that the policeman had no right there, 
as the place was open only under the 
restaurant license. The officer’s sworn 
Syatement presented the matter in an 
altogether different light. He said that 
his attention was attracted to the 
place by seeing a number of men en- 
tering it. He went in, and saw a cur- 
tain over the bar. -Gibbons ordered 
him out, but hearing voices behind the 
bar, he considered it his duty to see 
what was going on there. He pushed 
Gibbon aside, and saw three men be- 
hind the bar drinking something. The 
barkeeper was on duty there, and was 
wearing. his apron. He tnen left the 
place, and reported the matter to his 
superiors, believing that if the law 
Was not being actually violated, the 
restaurant license was being used as a 
means of evading the law. 

Henry Pfirrman, whose saloon is at 
First and Los Angeles streets, com- 
plained of Patrolman Henderson, that 
he had forced an entrance into his 
place without authority. The officer 
said that he had entered this place be- 
cause he had seen many men entering 
and leaving it. When he went to the 
door, some one inside tried to prevent 
his entrance by holding the door. He 
braced himself and pushed the door 
open. In the saloon were thirteen men 
and the barkeeper, the latter being at 
work. This matter was first reported 
to the Chief, who, with Patrolman 
Henderson, visited the place again and 
asked Pfirrmann about it. He stated 
to them that he did not have any com- 
plaint to make, and would not file any 
charges. Later, however, supposedly 
after consultation with other salaon 
men, he decided to prosecute Hender- 
san before the commission. Commis- 
sioner Gibbon said that the only -rea- 
son why Henderson did not deserve 
commendation instead of censure was 
that he had not arrested the pro- 
prietors of the two places at the time. 

“It should be made a condition of all 
saloon licenses,”’ said Mr. Gibbon, “that 
the police officers of the city shall be 
admitted to the saloons whenever there 
is any other person in the places, Sa- 
loors are public places, and are just 
such places as a policeman expects. to 
find the class whose actions he must 
watch. If the police are to be excluded 
from saloons when other people are 
freely admitted, there should be some 
change in the rules.” 

MAYOR DISCRETLY SILENT. 

Commissioner McLain suggested tha 
in future when a license is granted an 


loon man to remove all screens from 
his doors at all times. “‘].am in favor 
of securing the adoption of a rule or 
an ordinance forbidding the screening 
of saloon doors,” said he. ‘:That 
simplify the work of. the officers 
greatly. Make the presence of screens 
cause for the revocation of the li- 
cense if the saloon men refuse to cem-. 
ply with the rule,

Commissioners Gibbon ahd Wyman 
agreed to vote for such a measure if 
Mr. McLain would present it, and he 
said he would bring itqup at the next 
meeting.

CHARGES AGAINST FIFIELD. 

Rev. R. W. Smith was before the 
commission for the purpose of prose- 
cuting the charges he had preferred 
against Patrolman Fifield, but as in 
this case also, the Chief had not in- 
cluded his recommendation in his report 
the matter was again referred to him 
for investigation and report. 

Fifield arrested for scorching a boy 
who gave the name of C. Smith, but 
who failed to appear in court the next 
day. The officer secured a commitment 
and went in search of him, and finding 
‘Rev. Smith’s son Harold, declared that 
he was the boy whom he had arrested. 

This young Smith denied, but rather 
than go to jail he paid the $3 called 
for in the commitment. He claims that 
he was In another part of the city at 
the time of the arrest, and asserts his 
ability to prove it. On the other hand,

‘Mr. Smith declared that he hed been 
to the Chief with the matter, and had 
heen referred by him to the commis- 
sion. He seemed to be under the !m- 
pression that the charges «vere to be 
whitewashed, and he did not Cisire 
any such action. He wanted to know 
when he would be heard. Cominis- 
sioner Gibbon suggested that Smith 
give the Chief a list of his witnesses 
so that. the matter could. be invasti- 
gated. “I do not propose to give the 
names of my witnesses until they ep- 
pear before the commission,” said Mr. 
Smith. -He did not see any justice in 
Mr. Gibbon’s suggestion until that gen- 
tleman explained that by filing his evi- 
dence with the Chief, the matter would 
be simplified and the evidence would 
reach the commission as quickly as by 
any other course. He was reminded 
that he did not know what 
Chief hight report and 
that that report might be satisfactory 
to him. On motion of Mr. Gibbon the 
entire mat: was referred to the Chief, 
and Mr. Smith was notified to present 


| to that official any evidence which he 


might have, so that a report could be 
made on the matter. Mr. Smith was 
informed that in event that he was not 
Satisfied with this or with the Chief’s 
report when it was made, he still had 
recourse to appealing to the commis- 
sion.

A MATTER OF PATRONAGE. . 

Mayor Snyder called attention to the 
fact that the leaves of absence granted 
Officers Moffatt and Benedict in Janu- 
ary, .with the understanding that if 
they did not return within ninety days 
their positions would be declared va- 
cant, had more than expired, and that 
therefore two vacancies existed on the 
police force. He wanted these places 
filled at once, and suggested an imme- 
diate election. In the course of the 
distribution of such offices it was the 
turn of the Mayor to name one man 


and Commissioner Wyman to name the 


other to fill the vacancies. The Mayor 
named Bert Smith and Mr. Wyman 
named Ross Phillips. The other com- 
missioners voted for them, and they 
were declared regular members of the 
force. Smith is a brother of Assistant 
Fire Chief Ed Smith, and is now driver 
of the No. 6 engine of the fire depart- 
ment. Phillips has been on the rolls 
as a special policeman for a long time. 
For two years or more he has had a 
regular beat, having been assigned to 
the position which Patrolman Bates 
could not fill because he was stricken 
blind and has not yet recovered. 
Frank T. McClellan was elected a 
special policeman to fill the vacancy 
caused in the list by the promotion of 
Phillips. C. W. Henry was also elected 
a special policeman. Hopkins E. Ho- 
ban filed an application for appoint- 
ment as a regular policeman. The ap- 


plication was placed on file. 


SUMMER UNIFORMS. 
In regard to summer uniforms for 


the patrolmen, which had been referred 


to Chief Glass, he reported recommend- 
ing that the men be permitted to pro- 
vide themselves with summer fatigue 
suits of lighter material than that now 
worn. <A vote of the men was taken 
recently, and a majority of them voted 
in favor of using white helmets for 
summer use. The Chief recommended 
that such helmets be used. He also 
suggested that it would be economical 
to have the winter mackintoshes made 
during the summer months, as there 
would then be no delay in securing the 
cloth. He had with him a number of 
samples of cloth which were later ex- 
amined by the members. The Chief 
also recommended the purchase of 
three dozen belts*and four dozen 29- 
inch locust elubs. All of his recom- 
mendations were approved. 


EL HUTCH IN A HURRY. 


The alleged Councilman from the 
Eighth Ward appeared before the 
commission in a role.’ So 
anxious was he that a Frechman 


named Eugene Legre should open a sa- 
loon at No. 851 North Alameda street. 
that he delivered the application for 
the saloon license in person. In spite 
of the fact that he had delivered the 
application, the license was not at once 
granted. but, like all other such ap- 
plications, was referred to the Chief 
for investigation. Similar disposition 
was made of the application of W. W. 
Fox for the license of a salcon at No. 
601 Macy street. The revocation of the 
two saloon licenses earlier in the ses- 
sion left the commission with just that: 
number to grant. For weeks the 2006 
limit. which had been established by 
the commission, had been filled, and ail 
applications for license were filed. 
There are now on file a dozen or more 
such applications, and it remains to he 
seen which of them the commission will 
grant first. 


LARGER THAN LAST YEAR. 


Estimate of the Amount of Delin- 
quent City Taxes. 
Although the time for the payment of 
city taxes without delinquency ¢x- 
pired Monday evening, the exact 
amount of this year's delinquency will 
net be known for several days. All 
cash payments without the added 
penalty have of course stopped, but it 
is the habit of some of the large tax- 
payers and also of a number of non- 
resident property-owners to pay their 
taxes with checks on the last day. If 
a check is mailed on the last day from 
a distahce and the postmark shows 
that fact, the taxes are not considered 
delinquent even though several days 
may elapse before the check is received 
by the Tax Collector. This year there 
were more checks sent in than usual, 
and it will be impossible for several 
days to complete the work of‘ arrang- 
ing them and crediting the amounts to 

the various accounts.

City Engineer Dockweiltr, who left the 
city some time ago without mentioning 
to his frienés where he was going, re- 
turned yesterday and resumed his 
duties. He has been to the City of 
Mexico on a combined business and 
pleasure trip which he greatly enjoyed. 
He says he was particularly impressed 
with some of the Mexican bouelvards, 
which are superior to anything of the 
kind in thig part of the country. He 
witnessed a bull fight in which five bulls 
were killed. He secured one of the 
banderillos used in this fight. The 
declaration of war brought him home 
sooner that he had intended to come, 
not because of any fear of remaining 
there, but because of the possibility 
that he will be needed in event that the 
First Brigade, N.G.C., is called into 
active service. He is chief engineering 
officer of that command. 


Property-owners Protest. 

A protest signed by twenty-six prop- 
erty owners against the proposed open- 
ing of a block on Tenth street near 
Gante, was filed in the office of the 
City Clerk: yesterday. The protestants 
claim that the original petition was 
Signed by very few persons who are 
financially interested in the matter, and 
whose property will come within the 
district of assessment. They assert 
that there is no present necessity for 
the opening of fhe street, which is not 
used for heavy. travel. The assertion is 
made in the protest that the petition 
was circulated for the purpose of as- 
sisting a taxpayer in disposing of his 
property as his holdings would have to 
be taken if the street was opened. 


Working for the Bonds. 

The members of the fire department 
have already begun work in the inter- 
est of the proposed issue of bonds for 
the improvement of that department, 
which are to be voted on May 26. They 
will work for the bond issue, as they 
would for any candidate for office 
toward whom they might be. particu- 
larly friendly, and will endeavor to se- 
cure all the votes they can, as well as 
to convince those who are opposed to 
the issue of the necessity for the pas- 
sage of the measure. The strength of 
the issue is believed to be in the annexed 
portions of the city, which are now al- 
most absolutely without fire protection, 
the result being that when a fire starts 
in a residence the firemen can only 
save the surrounding property. A two- 
thirds vote is necessary to carry the 
bond issue, and as it was defeated by 
only seventy-one votes on December 7, 
when it was coupled with the propo- 
sition to issue school bonds, the fire- 
men believe it will carry this time.

EMBEZZLED A DEED. 


SPENCER COFFER CHARGED WITH 
LAND SWINDLING. 


is Alleged to Have Martgaged 
Property That Was Transferred 
to Him in Trust—Said to Have 
Gone to Klondike With the 
Money. | 


A warrant was issued from Justice 
Young’s court yesterday afternoon for 
the arrest of Spencer P. Coffer, who is 
wanted on a charge of embezzlement. 
The complaint was sworn to by W. R. 
Bullock of Pasadena. Coffer has been 
running a small real estate office in the 
city. He is charged with embezzling 
a deed to a piece of property which he 
mortgaged for $300. It is stated that 
he bought a Klondike outfit with the 
money thus raised and teft four or 
five days ago for Alaska. 

Bullock ‘stated to Deputy District 
Attorney James, to whom he applied 
for a warrant for Coffer’s arrest, that 
he visited Coffer a few days ago to see 
about making arrangements to sell a 


‘lot which he owned in the Terminus 


Homestead tract in East Los Angeles. 
Coffer said that he had a prospective 
customer for the lot, but suggested that 
it would be well to deed the property 
to him in trust, as it would be easier 
to make the trade without bringing 
any outside parties into it. Coffer said 
the customer he had in view would pay 
$300 down and would give a mortzage 
on the lot for the remainder, which 
Was to be paid in a year. He was to 
receive $50 for his services as agent. 

Bullock says that he placed full re- 
liance in Coffer’s statements and 
deeded the lot to him with the full 
understanding that the deed was civen 
in trust and to facilitate the trade. 

One day the first part of last week 
Bullock came over from Pasadena to 
see Coffer and get the.money supposed 
to have been advanced on the lot. He 
met Coffer on the street, and stopped 
him to ask about the trade, but the 
agent excused himself from talking 
about the matter at the time, as he 
said he was in a great hurry. He told 
Bullock to go out ‘to his house on Boyle 
Heights and have dinner with Mrs. 
Coffer, and that he would be there him- 
self as soon as he could dispose of some 
matters that were in pressing need of 
his attention. They could then settle 
up the lot transaction at their leisure, 
he said. 

Although Bullock waited = several 
hours at Coffer’s house, the agent did 
not return home. Bullock supposed 
that he had been unexpectedly detained 
by his business, and as he had to go 
back to PaSadena, decided to return and 
see Coffer some other day. He did re- 
turn, butt was unable to find Coffer. and 
learned at his home that he’ had not 
been seen since the day he had met 
him on the street. 

Bullock then visited the Recorder's 
office and found that Coffer had had 
the deed to the lot, which had been 
deeded to him in trust, recorded in his 
own name the same day it was exe- 
cuted. A mortgage had then heen 
placed upon the lot for $300. As soon 
as he discovered these facts, Bullock 
applied to the District Attorney for a 
complaint for Coffeg’s arrest. The war-

THE ASSESSMENT WAS ILLEGAL. 
perty-owners Sue the County to 
Recover Tax Money. 

. A. Randall filed a suit against Los 
Afigeles county yesterday to recover 
$794.81, which he claims was paid to 
the County Treasurer on an illegal as- 
sessment of property within what was 
} Known as the Rubio Cafion Protective 
District. This district was formed by 
the County Board of Supervisors July 1, 
1897, and embraced a considerable area 
of land below Rubio Cafion, upon which 
a special assessment was levied to pro- 
vide for disposing of storm water col- 
lecting in the cafion. A number of land- 
owners paid the tax that was imposed, 
but others refused” to pay it, and the 
question of the legality of the assess- 
ment was brought before the court in 
the suit of Bonnie et al. vs. Younty of 
Los Angeles, which was made a test 
case. *The county lost the suit and 
the assessment was declared iliegal. 

Those who had already »aid this as- 
sessment then set about to recover their 
money, and twenty-seven of these have 
assigned their claims to Randall, who is 
the plaintiff in the present suit. The 
aggregate of these claims is $794.81, 
which is the amount for which Randall 
asks judgment against the county. 


TOO MUCH REPOSE. 


W. Lindsay Wants $5000 for the 
Alienation of His Wife’s Affections. 
Wingate Lindsay, through his attor- 

neys, Ladd & Hester, has commenced 

a suit against Frank Repose to recover 

$5000 for the alienation of his wife's af- 

fection. The complaint, which was filed | 
yesterday, recites the cause of action 
briefly. It says that Wingate Lind- 
say and Louisa Lindsay have been hus- 
band and wife over thirten years. Four 
children have resulted from the mar- 
riage, and they are now between the 
ages of 3 and jl years. Until .a year 
ago, the couple lived happily fogether 
and then Lindsay had occasion to be 
away from home several months. Dur- 
or his absence, while he was writing 
affectionate letters to his wife and re- 
ceiving apparently the same from her, 
the defendant, Frank Repose, entered 
his home and seduced his wife, after 
which the two began living in adultery 
together. Three months ago the de- 
fendant induced the plaintiff’s wife to 

take up her residence with him in a 

different part of the city from that in 

which she’ had been living, and since 
that time the two have been living to- 
gether in open adultery. 

By all of theseactsthe plaintiff claims 
that Frank Repose has humiliated him 
by shame and has caused him great 
mental suffering to his damage and 
detriment in the sum of $5000. 


SAYS SHE WAS DESERTED. 


Maximillienne Gould, Aged Seventy, 
Sues for a Divorce, 

The divorce suit of Mrs. Maximil- 
lienne Gould against Daniel Webster 
Gould, was partially tried yesterday be- 
fore Judge Clark. The pleintiff is a 
Mexican woman, 70 years old, who owns 
considerable real estate situated at the 
corner of Winston and Wall streets. 
About two years ago this ancient dame, 
who had already been unsuccessful in 
three matrimonial ventures, took as her 
husband the defendant, who is easily 
thirty years her junior. The fact that 
the youthful bridegroom was wholly 
without means and that Mrs. Gould 
was reported to be worth a large 
amount of “money, probably will not 
cut much figure in t trial of the di- 
vorce case, no matter how important a 
factor it may have been in the match- 
making. 

It seems, however, that after her 
marriage, Mrs. Gould continued to run 
her own affairs and to run them in her 
own way, even though she was three 
score and ten, and her husband might 
have pointed out that he was by his 
age much better qualified to conduct 
her business. After the couple had

The claim is 
‘made for damages for injuries which 
Mrs. Blumve received by running into 
a pile of iron rails, which wd@e left 
in the street at Pasadena.

The electric company wap at 
that time extending its line along 
East Colorado street, and a pile of iron 
rails had been left in the street a 
short distance east of Marengo ave- 
nue.

MADE IN GOOD FAITH. 


KESSLER & CO.’S OFFER TO BUY 
THD WATER PLANT. 


The Firm’s Representative Denies 
That the Proposal Emanated 
from the Water Compahy—Im- 
provements That Would Be Made. 


There has been some discussion of 
the proposition submitted to the City 
Council last Monday by Kessler & Co. 
of New York, for the purchase of the 
plant of the Los Angeles Water Com- 
pany. 

T. Woltman is in the city as the rep- 
resentative of Kessler & Co., and in 
order to set at rest some possible mis- 
apprehension as to the firm’s proposal, 
he made the following statement yes- 
terday: 

“The suggestion that Kessler & Co. 
may be acting merely as a dummy in 
behalf of the water company is utterly 
without foundation. The firm is one of 
the leading banking houses of New 
York. It was originally established at 
Frankfort-on-the-Main in 1644, and the 
American house was organized in New 
York in 1837. About the same time 
branches were opened in London, Man- 
chester and Paris. The firm is so well 
known as to render it absurd to imag- 
ine that there is any collusion with 
the water company. 

“The attention of the firm was called 
to the water question because it al- 
ready has considerable interests in this 
city. The firm financed the bonds of 
the Traction Company and is heavily 
interested in other enterprises here. 
Hence it was led to look into the sit- 
uation when the agitation over th 
city’s water supply began. 

-“When the proposition of Kessler & 
Co. comes before the Council for de- 
cision, the firm will be prepared to un- 
dertake that all the pending litigation 
shall be stopped. At the same time 
the firm will be ready to put the water 
plant in modern condition, as soon as 
the purchase is ratified. 

*“T want to call particuler attention 
to the matter of paying the city a per- 
centage of the gross income from the 
water plant. It seems to have oc- 
curred to someone that, after acquir- 
ing the plant, we might seek to ragse 
the water rates, and it has been sug- 
gested that the Council might accede 
to such raise on the ground that, if 
a larger gross revenue were earned by 
the company, the city’s. percentage 
would amount to more. Kessler & Co. 
have no such purpose and the firm is 
willing to agree that the rates shall 
never exceed those now charged to 
citizens: If the enterprise goes through 
we should enlarge and change the 
works, with a probable outlay of $300,- 
000 or $400,000. All of this will of course 
be spent in Los Angeles. : 

“Our plan has been carefully drafted 
after thorough investigation, and we 
want it distinctly understood thet this 
is not One of a number of proposals 
which the firm might make, but on the 
contrary it is the only offer which 
Kessler & Co. are prepared to carry 
out.”’

MARCHING ORDERS. 


Company Commanders Drilling 
Their Men and Breaking in 
New Recruits. 


ENLISTMENT INSTRUCTIONS.

PRESENT FORMATIONS WILL BE 
PRESERVED. 


Only Phynically Qualified Men 
Wanted—Supporters of Families 
Barred—Emergency Rolis 
Opened. 


“The First Brigade, National Guard 
of California, is ready to move in re- 
sponse to any call within a few hours 
after the order has been received.” 
Thus spoke Brig.-Gen. Last, the, com- 
mander of that brigade, last night at 
his headquarters in the armory at 
Eighth and Spring streets. Surrounded 
by his officers, he was discussing with 
them the probable plans which would 
be followed by those higher in author- 
ity and now and then giving some ver- 
bal order which had to do with the prep- 
arations that the local organizations 
have been making ever since there was 
the most remote probability of their be- 
ing called into active service. From 
a remote possiility, the chances of the 
brigade seeing active service has bhe- 
come a reasonable certainty and as the 
events of the past few days have made 
it more and more certain that an-order 
to move would be issued soon, the 
preparations have been increased in 
proportion, until now they are almost 
complete. 

In spite of the interest’ felt in the 
future movements of the brigade by 
the mothers, sisters and other fellows’ 
sisters throughout the city, the infor- 
mation that has been received from 
the adjutant-general’s office—and con- 
siderable information has been re- 
ceived—has been hedged about with a 
degree of secrecy that ‘is almost re- 
sented by those who think they have 
a right 'to know what is being Gone, 
and at least a hint as to what is about 
to be done. But miltary courtesy is 
military . courtesy, and whatever 

wthe resentment, the courtesy is 
being preserved. If an order to move 
is received and twenty-four hours’ no- 
tice given in which to execute it, un- 
less tt-:is made public by either the 
Governor or some one else who jis near 
him in a military sense, it will not be 
divulged here, for Gen. Last declares 
that he will not divulge any orders. 

The probable course that would be 
taken in that event would be to assem- 
ble the different companies, equip them 
in heavy marching order, take up the 
line of march to the depot and depart 
for the place designated in the orders, 
leaving it to those higher in authority 

_ to announce what those orders are. 

That is military courtesy, and it is 
along those lines that the preparations 
are being made. 

The armory is filled with soldiers 
every day and in the evenings almost 
every member of the commands are 
present either for drill or to try to 
learn what they can of the situation 
and how it will affect them. Every 
enlisted man must keep within call 
of his company officers, and in some of 
the companies thé men. have been re- 

_ porting their whereabouts at frequent 
intervals if anything happened which 
kept them away from the Armory. 
Every evening recruits are sworn in 
and the non-commissioned officers are 
kept busy in some of the companies 

. drilling these recruits so that they will 
be able to at least execute the simpler 
movements prescribed in the tactics. 
The spirit of rivalry among the differ- 
net companies is intense, and each is 
striving not only to become more pro- 
ficient in drill, but to also turn out 
the largest percentage of its full 
strength when the expected call comes. 

The enlistments that are now being 
made are not as volunteers in the mil- 
itary service of the United States, but 
are simply enlistments fn the National 
Guard of California, the same as are 
constantly being made in times of 
peace. The manner in which the mem- 
bers of the several organizations will 
become volunteers was explained last 
night by Gen, Last. | - 
“IT do not think there will be any 
enlistments of the members of this 
command as volunteers in this city,” 
said he. ‘While I do not know posi- 
tively nor have I received any orders 
upon which to base the opinion, I think 

. the probable course will be to take the 
entire command to San Francisco and 
there have the members volunteer and 
be sworn into the service of the United 
States.’” 

“How will such action affect their 
“membership in the National Guard?’ 
was asked. 

“As soon as they enlist in the volun- 
teer service,’’ replied the general, ‘‘their 
connection with the National Guard 
ceases. The National Guard of the 
State will of course be preserved, but I 

' believe it will be so preserved by other 
volunteers who efter its service. I 
think the organizations will be pre- 
served and they will go into the ser- 
vice intact. I believe that the ser- 
geants, for example, will remain ser- 
geants and the organization will be pre- 
served throughout, in so far as it ap- 
plies to the companies. I do not know 
this positvely, but this seems to be 
what we may reasonably expect.” 

The general would not discuss orders. 
He said that his orders came from 
those of higher rank and he did not be- 
lieve in giving out anything unless he 
was permitted to-do so. He therefore 
could not give any idea as to when the 
command would move. ‘You can say 
positively.” said he, “that when the 
volunteers are taken from Caiifornia, 
the first to go will be the National 
Guard. If others are needed after- 
werd other organizations may he given 
an opportunity to respond to the call 

»that will be made for them.” 

“Among th vates of the companies 

ere is a feeling of uncertainty which, 
with some of them, amounts to dissat- 
isfaction. Of course, all of the com- 
panies will respond with a large major- 
ity of their membership when the call 
comes, but among a certain percentage 
of the privates there is a desire to 
know just what their enlistment means 

‘before they sign the new muster rolls 
nd are sworn in. It is not a feeling 
bf fear at possible participation in bat- 
tle. but the members say they do not 
understand how enlistment will affect 
them. Some person started a rumor 
through the armory last night which 
served to increase this feeling. It Was 
that in event of their enlistment in 
the national service and a suspension 
of hostilities soon afterward, . they 
might be retained and treated as regu- 
lars. @f' course there was no ground 
for this belief or rumor, but it was be- 
lieved by some of the men. Another 
source of uncertainty is whether the 
officers will be retained at their pres- 
ent rank upon entering the volunteer 
service. The ‘“‘non-coms” want to 
know if they are to be reduced to the 
ranks, or whether they may retain 
their chevrons. To the plain ordinary 
private it matters little what the rank 
of the officers is to be: what he Wants 
to know is, first. when are the ronpe 
to move, and, secondly, what will be 
the effect of the new enlistment, .

“The following circular of instruc~ | 


tions is issued for the information and 
guidance of all concerned: ) 
“A call will soon be made by the 
President of the United States upon 
the Governor for two regiments and 
two battalions of infantry and four 
battalions of heavv artillery, in all 
about four thousand men, perhaps for 
service without the State. Such men 
must be volunteers and enlist in the 
army of the United States for two 
years, unless sooner discharged. Mem- 
bers of the National Guard will he 
given the preference in voiunteering,‘ 
and present formations will be pre- 
served so far as practicable. All of- 
ficers, both company and regimentel., 
must be appointed by the Governor. 
It is absolutely essential that only. 
physically qualified men between the 
ages of 18 and 45 should volunteer, and 
those with families dependent upon 
them for support should not be al- 
lowed to volunteer.

RATES FOR TROOPS. 


Western Passenger Association Con- 
sidering the Subject. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

CHICAGO, April 26.—The Executive 
Committee of the Western Passenget 
Association met today for the purpose 
of establishing a rate to be charged 
the government for the transportation - 
of troops. There was a general feeling 
that the rate should be 2 cents per 
mile as that was what was paid by 
the government during the civil war.

The general 
meeting of the association, which 
would be held tomorrow, will settle 
the question, the committee simply 
making a recommendation.

AT THE TWILIGHT CLUB, 


Surrey Overturned and Occupants 
Thrown, No One Hurt—Co. I Hard 
at Work Drilling—New Water 

Well Sunk—Miss Janes’s Death, 


PASADENA, April 26. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] There was an unusually large at- 
tendance of members of the Twilight Club at 
the monthly dinner at Hotel Green this even- 
ing. “Cuba and Its Future’ was the subject 
of the principal paper, and Judge Encch 
Knight of Los Angeles was  th2 speaker. 
Judge Knight in the course of his remarks 
said that the United States did not want 
Cuba; that the inhabitants of the island were 
in the main a set of people not calculated to 
make good citizens; that the only really capa- 
ble people upon the islands, that is the mer- 
chants, were the Spaniards; that the people 
were not capable of forming a government fcr 
themselves such as would befit an adjunct of 
the United States. 

He thought the present crisis had thus far 
proved an excellent thing in securing in 
twenty-four hours what the business men of 
the country had been for years trying to get 
the government to do, that is have a first- 
class navy; that in twenty-rour hours as 
many millions of dollars had been spent in 
the purchase of ships. 

That there was now no politics in the land, 
that the entire nation had dropped politics 
and were as a unit in doing what was for 
the good of the country. He thought the gov- 
ernment of Cuba by the Cubans would be a 
disgruntled one, and that -until it became 
Americanized by the advice and presence of 
y ricans would not be a satisfactory gov- 
ernment. 

It was not only possible, but probable, that 
the United States would have to resort to in- 
tervention. Eventually, the speaker thought, 
the Americans would have considerable to do 
with forming the government, and until that 
time he did not think the Cubans could have 
a satisfactory government. Other speakers 
were Prof. . A.

Two hours 
later Price was sitting on a box in front of 
Sherman & Reitz’s store, where he was met 
and shot by Farley. 3

MURDER AND SUICIDE 
SLUMS OF THE 


IN THE 
CITY. 


Preparations for the Defense of the 
Harbor—Militiamen ant Their 
Own Way in War—Bad Smashup 
on the Santa Fe—Coronado Notes. 


SAN DIEGO, April 26. — [Regular Corre-. 
spondence.}] Jesse Daly, a negro employed at 
Charles England's gin mill in the Stingaree 
district, this morning shot and killed h's 
mistress, Ida Tracy, a half-breed Indian girl, 
and then’ shot himself. 

The couple met if England's saloon, where 
Daly was sweeping out. They had hard 
words, and the girl started for the rear. 
Daly followed her, and in an inner room 
they quarreled again. Then came the sound 
of two pistol shots, followed by the falling 
of two bodies. Bystanders rushed in and 
found the girl dead, with a bullet in her 
breast, and Daly dying, with a wound in 
the forehead. A 38-caliber pistol lay near 
bis hand. . 

The bodies .were removed to the under- 
taker’s, and an inquest is being held this 
afternoon. The verdict of murder and sui- 
cide is a foregone conclusion. Daly leaves 
an aged mother in Julian, whom he used to 
beat and starve. She was thrown out of his 
house, and is dependent upon charity. 

FLOOD OF PATRIOTISM. 

The people of San Diego had another 01.t- 
burst last night, many men marching behind 
the City Guard Band while it played 
“Marching Through Cuba” and other jnspir- 
ing airs. The marching column was composed 
mainly of volunteers who had signed the ro'ls 
of the so-called ‘‘minute men,” enlisted for 
the defense of San Diego and vicinity. About 
two hundred and fifty men have enlisted, and 
500 will be enrolled altogether. Then organ- 
ization will be effected, and Gov. Budd wiil 
be asked to arm and uniform them. I: is 
doubtful whether he will do so. If the State 
or Federal government refuses to arm the 
home guards, they will try to secure arms, 
each man buying his own rifle. 

The volnuteers who have offered their se1v- 
ices in the mining of San Diego Harbor met 
last night and listened to a talk by Lieut. 
J. J. Meyler, U.S.A., who will have charge 
of the work. He said there would be no 
regular instruction given until the arrival of 
Maj. Charles E. G. B. Davis, Corps of En- 
gineers, U.S.A., in charge of the fortifica- 
tions and harbor-defense work on this coast. 
Maj. Davis will take the recruits to Ballast 
Point and there give them practical iret: uc- 
tion in the laying of torpedo mines and mak- 
ing shore connections with the casetnaies, 
whence the concentrated bulbs of destruction 
will be fired. 

The mines will consist of a grani group, 
covering the entire entrance to the harbor, 
and detached mines, located at points where 
ships must necessarily pass in entering. The 
material is on the way from Goat’ Island in 
the steamer Bonita, and within two weeks 
the mines will be laid. These, with the guns 
at Ballast Point, will stand off anything 
short of a fleet of warships. 

The second gun at Ballast Point wili be 
mounted and ready to shoot by tomorrow 


evening. Each of the guns is of the iv-inch 


disappearing-carriage pattern, of the ost 
modern make, and firing brown prismatic 
smokeless powder. The projectile weighs 575 
pounds, effective at four miles. Each shot 
costs about $1500. The third gun will be put 


in place immediately. Then, if found neces- 


Sary, a temporary battery will be rigged up 
on Point Loma to train on the sea to the 
westward. 

The force of Co. B, Seventh Regiment, was 
augmented last night by the enlistment of 
thirty new men, thus bringing the company 
up to its complement. No more applications 
will be received. Capt. Dodge and his men 
are extremely anxious to go to the front, but 
not as a split or dismembered company. The 
boys declare that they will refuse to go at 
all if they do not g0 as a complete company.

A BAD SMASH-UP. 

A switch engine and freight engine on. the 
Southern. California road collided with seri- 
ous effect in this city yesterday afternoon at 
Twenty-sixth street. The switch engine was 
hauling two cars, and the freight was draw- 
ing a caboose. The switch engine was run- 
ning backward toward this city, while the 
freight, ten minutes ahead of time, was on 
its way to National City. Both trains were 
running about ten miles an hour. The switch 
engine rounded the curve at Twenty-sixti 
street and saw the other bearing down upon 
it. Fireman Johnstone shouted to Engineer 
Bob Palmer, “‘Shut her off! Shut her off!”’ 
Palmer shut. her off and then jumped, fol- 
lowing Johnstone. 

There was a terrific crash, and a hissing 
esc®e of steam. Engineer Jones of the 
freight engine had been looking out over the 
bay at the moment he rounded the curve, 
and had not heard the frantic calls of Con- 
ductor Predown, who was in the cupola of 
the caboose. The engineer did not have time 
to jump, but was not hurt.

HERBERT SPENCER ON THE AMER. 
ICAN PEOPLE, 


Great English Philosopher 
Thinks Our Life is Carried on 
at Too High  Pressure—A Grand 
Fature for This Country. 


The 


[Chicago Post:] The English philoso- 
pher, Herbert Spencer, has apparently 
given further thought to the political 
and industrial prospects and tendencies 
of the United States, but it is siznifi- 
cant that he has not modified or qual- 
ified the opinions he expressed in the 
early eighties. In republishing his es- 
Say on “The Americans” (in the new 
edition just brought out by the Apple- 
ton Company,) Mr. Spencer, while add- 
ing some valuable and interesting re- 
flections upon the causes of the cen- 
erally admitted overactivity in .Ameri- 
can life, tacitly reiterates the criticisms 
and conclusions which, when first pre- 
sented in tentative form, attracted go 
much animated comment and contro- 
versy. It is the greatest injustice to 
regard Mr. Spencer as a hostile critic 
of American institutions or character- 
istics. He points out certain faults and 
lapses, but on the whole, he pays the 
highest tribute to the United States 
that any civilization can claim or de- 
serve. He believes that because of its 
size and the heterogeneity of its com- 
ponents the American nation will be a 


and character. But he has no doubt 
that its. ultimate form will be hich. 
The following passage shows in what 
spirit Mr. Spencer’s ciriticisms upon 
Americans are made: “One great re- 
sult is, I think, tolerably clear. From 
biological truths it is to be inferred 
that the eventual mixture of the allied 
varieties of the Aryan race forming the 
population will produce a finer type of 
man than has hitherto existed, and a 
type of man more plastic, more adapt- 
able, more capable of undergoing the 
modifications needful for complete so- 
cial life. I think that whatever dif- 
ficulties they may ve to surmount 


and whatever tribuldtions they may 


have to pass through, the Americans 
may reasonably look forward to a time 
when they will have produced a civili- 
zation grander than any the world has 
known.” 

But Mr. Spencer dwells in his essay 
on some of the difficulties and tribula- 
tions characterizing the present stace 
of American development. Over activ- 
ity will not be universally acknowl- 
edged to be a moral fault or a social 
difficulty, yet Mr. Spencer shows that 
overactivity produces many direct and 
Beyond serious 
physical mischief caused by overwork, 
there is the further mischief that it 
destroys what value there would other- 
wise be in the leisure part of life. 


to please, and pleasures are taken hur- 
riedly. Perhaps the vogue of low farce 
and other worthless forms of theatrical 
entertainment may be accounted for on 
this Spencerian suggestion. To get rid 
of the sense of responsibilities and bur- 
dens people seem to need something so 
riotous, extravagant and absurd, so 


*“screamingly funny’ and nonsensical 


that any thought upon it is out of the 
question. Be this as it may, and with- 
out: following Mr. Spencer in his enum- 
eration of other evils of feverish ac- 
tivity, let us ask to what he attributes 
this national peculiarity. He believes 
it to be a result of free institutions, and 
the absence of those class restraints, 
distinctions and traditions which exist 
in all older societies. The stress of 
competition in a society in which only 
“personal energy and intelligence counts 
will, Mr. Spencer obsérves, be much 
greater than in a society whose mem- 
bers are nearly all prevented from rigs- 
ing out of the ranks into which they 
were born. Where there is little chance 
of a great rise in position or fortune, 
nearly all have to be content with their 
places. Where there is no ambition, 
there is no extraordinary effort. 

But opportunity stimulates ambition. 
Where there are no artificial restric- 
tions the standard of activity is high 
and constantly rising. The larger the 
number who succeed the sharper is the 
spur to the rest. The struggle grows 
more and more strenuous, and there is 
an increasing dread of failure—‘‘a 
dread of being ‘left,’ as the Americans 
say: a significant word, since it is sug- 
gestive of a race in which the harder 
anyone runs, the harder others have to 
run to keep up with him; a word sug~- 
gestive of that breathless haste with 
which each passes from a success 
gained to the pursuit of a further suc- 
cess.”” Eiven those who are not directly 
spurred on by the intensified struggle 
for wealth and honor are indirectly af- 
fected by the current, for one of its 
great effects is to raise the standard 
of living and eventually to increase the 
average rate of expenditure for all. 
Thus, Mr. Spencer is led to observe that 
the removal of political and social bar- 
riers, the giving to each an 
unimpeded career, eee not an 
unmixed blessing; there is a con- 
siderable set-off trom tne benefits of 
this condition. Increased prosperity. is 
often accompanied by diminished hap- 
piness, /ndustrially, scientifically and 
materially society develops at a mar- 
velous »vace, but the value of individual 
life is not necessarily raised, and *%-r- 
ally, politically and artistically there 
may be stagnation, if not retiopression. 
However, Mr. Spencer has no doubt 
that the set-off is a temporary one, and 
that eventually the drawbacks to indus- 
trial freedom and opportunity specified 
by him will be removed. “When,” he 
says, there is fully recognized the truth 
that mora! beauty is higher than intel- 
lectual power; when the wish to be ad- 
mired is in large measure replaced by 
the wish to be loved, that strife for 
distinction which the present stage of 
civilization shows us will be greatly 
moderated.” 

We have dwelt on Mr. Spencer’s ob- 
servations touching American over- 
activity because they are new and 
highly suggestive. They embody his lat- 
est message to the civilization of the 
United States. But it will not be un- 


upon American politics, made many 
years ago, and now fepeated with em- 
phasis. According to Mr. Spencer, 
America, while retaining the form of 
freedom, haS lost much of the sub- 
stance. To quote his words: ‘‘The 
litical machinery as it is now worked 


plated at the outset of (American) po- 
litical life. Manifestly those who framéd 
the Constitution never dreamed that 
20,000 citizens would go to the polls led 
by a ‘boss.’ .. It seems to me that 
the ‘sovereign people’ is fast becoming 
a puppet which moves and speaks as 
wire-pullers determine.”’ Not that dem- 
ocratic institutions are a failure: Mr. 
Spencer implies no such conclusion. He 
lays stress on a most fmportant truth 
in political science when, he points out 
that there must be harmony between 
institutions and the nature of the cit- 
izens. Americans, he says, secured 
their high form of government by a 
happy accident, not by normal prog- 
ress, and unless they are ,intellectu- 
ally and morally fit for it they will 
have to go back before they can go for- 
ward. While men fit for high politica! 
forms will not live under low forms. 
men not fit for high forfns will be un- 
able to take advantage of them, to 
profit by them and live up to them. The 
ill-working of the institutions estab. 
lished in America would not prove the 
failure of the institutions, but the in- 
capacity of the people to appreciate 


their value and importance. No in- 


long time in evolving its ultimate form 


Amusements of a rational Kind ceas® 


has little resemblance to that contem- | 


profitable to take to heart his remarks |.

Finally, Mr. Spencer warns the United 
States against overestimating mere 
education and underestimating char- 
acter. Political integrity and indepen- 
dence, he justly observes, is primarily 
a question of character. Are not the 
bosses and manipulators of machines, 
the lobbyists, corruptionists and fran- 
chise-grabbbers educated men? Has 
their education prevented them from 
conspiring against the general good. 
from self-seeking’ The root of political 
evils is not lack of knowledge. but lack 
of moral sentiment. The chief trouble 
is that he benefits of political purity 
appear so general and remote that men 
do not hold it worth their while to at- 
tack abuses when they first appear. 
Education will not cure this indiffer- 
ence, but a quick sense or right and 
wrong will. Such a sense implies in- 
cessant watchfulness and readiness 
to fight insidious evils. 

There is little to controvert, much to 
applaud and indorse, in the great Eng- 
lish philosopher's comments on “The 
Americans."

THE RELIGIOUS LARCENIST. 


Two Days Occupied in Obtaining r 
Jury to Try Evans, 


It was 4 o'clock in the afternoon yes- 
terday when the jury panel was com- 
pleted in Justice Morrison’s court, and 
' testimony began in the case against the 
religious petty larcenist, Benjamin 
Evans. There was not the slightest 
reason why sixty or seventy men 
should have been examined in order to 
select twelve men to try the case, but 
Messrs. Hughes & Holcomb exercised 
the prerogative assured to the defend- 
ant under the law and took up prac- 
tically two days in selecting a jury that 
might just as well have been obtained 
in one hour. There are about twenty 
cases against Evans, and the mere mat- 
ter of selecting juries will occupy the 
court, if the present case is any 
-eriterion, over a month. 

And when the first witness was put 
upon the stand counsel for the defense 
ere the same tactics of delay. E. 

Parmiee stated that he had known 
old man Evans for about fuvur years, 
and usually saw him in the store about 
once a week. He identified the small 

' model of a deer, found in defendant's 
possession, as having been in the store 
about two weeks before the complaint 
was sworn Out against Evans. He was 
ositive it had not been sold, because 
t had been broken and in being re- 
paired was damaged in such manner 
that if it had been sold the fact would 
certainly have been impressed upon 
witness's memory. 

Mr. Parmiee also stated that Evans 
habitually wore a check Inverness cape, 
and he last saw him about ten days be- 
fore the article in evidence was found 
in his possession. 

A basketful of glassware and crock- 
ery goods was also identified by the 
witness. This job lot made a most 
curious assortment. Cut-glass cham- 
pagne glasses, tumblers, flower vases, 
finger bowls, a large salad bowl—all of 
cut-glass, and a host of small pieces 
completed the array. 

The evidence on direct examination 
had been short and straightforward, in- 
terrupted only by the objections of de- 
fending counsel, who with great regu- 
Jarity objected to almost every question 
that was put to the witness. On cross- 
examination, about two-thirds of the 
questions asked were utterly irrelevant 
to the issue. 

The further hearing will be continued 
this morning.

Indications of a Junetion of the 
Sarnitn Fe With the Valley Road 
at Bakersficld—Heavy Shipments

The Grant Bros, will finish the grad- 
ing of the little branch from South Po- 
mona to Chino today er tomorrow. In 
a few days the track will be laid, and 
trains will be running. There ls 
present purpose to extend this line to 
Riverside and Arlington. The South. 
ern Pacific now connects with the for- 
mer place by ‘vay of Colton over the 
old motor road, which has been made 
standard grade, ut there is no cen- 
nection with Arlington. 

The Valley coad is about to cpen the 
line to Bakersfield. [he irac is nearly 
all laid, and ready for use. The read 
is now busy constructing a oranch to 
connect the main line with Visalia, one 
of.the principal points in the upper San 
Joaquin Valley. 

A dispatch from San Francisco re- 
ports that there is a movement on foot 
between the Valley road and the Santa 
Fé to close the road between Hakers- 
field and Mojave, or Johannesburg, so 
as to give the Santa Fé direct connec- 
tion with San Francisco. ‘The r.oport 
from San Francisco ts that the chief 
engineer of the Santa Fé, James Dun, 
has been in the State for some cays 
past, looking over tie sip between 
Johannesburg and Sakerstield, by way 
of Walker's Pass, and down tie Kern 
River to Bakersfield, where a junc- 
tion might be made with the Vailey 
road. 

Some twenty miles of new road is be- 
ing constructed between Prescott, Ariz., 
and Big Bug. as a feeder to the read 
from Ash Eork to Prescott. 

A special train of ten ears loaded 
with ammunition and other military 
equipment from San Franvisco to New 
Orleans, passed through here vester- 
day. It is scheduled to-run on passen- 
ger time, and passed in the afcernoon. 

President Ripley and General Mana- 
ger Nevin of the Santa Fé, who have 
been surveying the in Swuuthern 
California for several days, reached 
the city yesterday afiternoon. The fact 
that they made a careful inspection of 
the branch to Johannesburg lends color 
to the repert that a connection with 
the Valley read is contemplated. 

The movement of vranges is very 
large. Last Saturday 153 cars were 
sent East. This is the largest day’s 
work on record. The averaye move- 
ment this week is more than 100 cars 
aday. The total for the searon is now 
10,300 cars, and there are at least 3000 
cars to go—4000 if the hot weather 
does not cause the fruit to Crop.
